Academy: A school for special instruction. 

Auditing: The spiritual counseling technique of the Church of Scientology. 
Auditor: A minister of the Church of Scientology. One who listens. 

Case: The way one responds to his environment by reason of his abbera- 
tions. 

CCH; pour associated processes in Scientology which bring a person into 
better control of his body and surroundings, put him into better comm¬ 
unication with his surroundings and other people and increase his ability 
to have things for himself. They bring him into the present, away from his 
past problems. 

Class IV: An auditor trained up through Level IV ^f the Academy. 

Dianetics: Man's most advanced school of the mind. From the Greek dia, 
through, and noos, mind, thus "through mind", or "through thought". 

Ethic s-Rea son and the contemplation of optimum survival. 

Expanded: Having an increased or developed scope. 

Flag: The Flagship of the Sea Organization, the senior management team 
of the Church of Scientology, and the home of L. Ron Hubbard. 

HGC: The Hubbard Guidance Center. The portion of the Church of Scien¬ 
tology where Spiritual Counseling is delivered 

Intensive. A specific number of hours of auditing given ti a preclear over 
a short period of time, as a series of successive sessions at regularly ’ 
scheduled intervals. 

Intern: A recent graduate undergoing supervised practical training. 

Preclear: A person who, through Scientology processing, is finding out 
more about fyimself and life. 

Process: A set of questions asked by an auditor to help a person find out 
things about himself or life. 

PTS: Potential Trouble Source. A person who, while active in Scientology 
or a preclear, remains connected to a Suppressive Person or Group. He 
"roller coasters", gets better, then worse, only when connected to the 
Suppressive, and in order to cease roller coastering must receive processing 
intended to handle such. 6 

Reactive Mind: That portion of a person's mind which works on a stimulus- 
response basis {given a certain stimulus, it gives a certain response) which 
is not under his volitional control and which exerts force and the power of 
command over his awareness, purposes, thoughts body and actions. 

Scientology: An applied religious philosophy dealing with the study of knowledge 
which, through the application of its technology can bring about desirable 
changes in the conditions of life. From the Latin SClO-knowing in the fullest 
sense of the word, and the Greek LOGOS - to study. 

Suppressive: One who actively seeks to suppress or damage Scientology ora 
Scientologist by suppressive acts. 

Suppressive acts: Actions or omissions undertaken knowingly to suppress, 
reduce or impede Scientology o r Scientologists. 

Student Hat: A course on which a student learns how to study. 

Word Clearing: An exact Scientology process wherein one finds and clarifies 
misunderstood words.

IM PRESSION

might be able to use my name as a contact with the immigration officials. 
The files should reflect that if FDA is requested to give an opinion to 
the immigration authorities as to whether or not Mr. McMasters is valu¬ 
able to FDA for some current or future investigation or litigation 
purposes that FDA has no interest in Mr. McMasters whatsoever.

Tho Food and Drug Administration first became Involved with 
Scientology In 1958 when the Distribution Center of the Founding 
Church of Scientology, In Washington, I). C., began selling a 
vitamin mixture called "I)lano 2 ene'‘ as a preventative and treat¬ 
ment for radiation sickness, which at that time was much feared 
by the public as a consequence from ’fall out" due to atomic 
weapons testing. In a seizure action, FLA charged that the 
medicine was folsely labeled, and some 21,900 tablets were 
destroyed by court order. 

In January 1963, U. 9. Marshals acting on a court order seized 
some 2Oil electronic devices called "K-Mcters, i: which were being 
distributed for use In the practice of Scientology. The Govern¬ 
ment charged that these devices were misbranded bv false and mis¬ 
leading claims to treat effectively 70 percent of all physical 
and mental Illness, and that their labeling did not bear adequate 
directions for such uses, as required by tbe Federal Food, Drug 
and Cosmetic Act. 

.The seizure was contested and the case went to trial before a 
U. S. District Court Jury on April 3, 1907. The trial lasted 
lb days and ended with a verdict that the devices were misbranded, 
and na provided by law tho Court condemned them. 

An appeal was filed In the D. S. Court of Appeals for tho District 
of Columbia. Tho appellants argued that the E-Meter and lt» 
labeling were excu3od from complying with tho Federal Food, Drug 
and Cosmetic Act because the Founding Church of Scientology and 
Its members are a religious organization. On February 5, 1J69.

the Court of Appeals ruled that since the Government had not 
refuted this argument a finding of false labeling could not be 
based on 'doctrinal religious literature." At the same time the 
Court declared that even if Scientology was a religion it would 
not rule flint all of its literature was religious doctrine, or 
that public health laws have no application to the activities 
of a religion. A new trial was subsequently ordered and is now 
in its preliminary stages. 

The Food and Drug Administration believes that use of the E-Meter 
in the practice called 'Auditing” in Scientology is detrimental 
to public health because the device is not capable of diagnosing 
correctly or treating effectively either physical or mental ill¬ 
ness. We believe it can cause great harm by improper treatment 
or causing people to neglect securing of adequate professional 
treatment. 

Several injunction suits have boon started by the Scientology 
organization to stop the Food and Drug Administration from pre¬ 
venting importation of the E-Meter devices which are made in 
England. In one of these cases the U. S. Court of Appeals for 
Che 9th Circuit has ruled that "the Government may refuse admis¬ 
sion to any ’device' offered for importation if it appears to be 
'misbranded' . . , The device is conaldered to be 'misbranded' 
if its labeling does not bear adequate directions for use.” The 
Court found 'no infringement” of the freedom of religion under the 
Const1 tution. 

We hope this information will be helpful.

Down on Skid-Row where flotsam and jetsam 
exist to keep the police busy, we could not find one 
man whose basic difficulties, whose downfall could not 
be traced at once to an inability to confront. A criminal 
once came to me whose entire right side was paralyzed. 
Yet, this man made his living by walking up to people 
in alleys, striking them and robbing them. Why he ^ 
struck people he could not connect with his paralyzed^ 
side and arm. From his infancy he had been educate^ 
not to confront men. The nearest he could come to 
confronting men was to strike them, and so his 
criminal career. 


The more the horribleness of crime is defied by 
television and public press the less the society will be 
able to handle crime. The more formidable is made 
the juvenile delinquent, the less the society will be able 
to handle the juvenile delinquent. 


Man at large today is in this state with regard 
to the human spirit. For centuries Man was educated 
to believe in demons, ghouls, and things that went 
boomp in the night. There was an organization in 
southern Europe which capitalized upon this terror and 
made demons and devils so formidable that at length 
Man could not even face the fact that any of his fellows 
had souls. And thus we entered an entirely materialistic 
age. With the background teaching that no one can con¬ 
front the "invisible", vengeful religions sought to move 
forward into a foremost place of control. Naturally, it 
failed to achieve its goal and irreligion became the 
order of the day, thus opening the door for Communism 
and other idiocies. Althought it might seem true that 
one cannot confront the invisible, who said that a spirit 
was always invisible? Rather let us say that it is im¬ 
possible for Man or anything else to confront the non¬

resting. Indeed, there is so;.. •• -<ce that mental 

image pictures occur only when aie individual is unable 
to confront the circumstances of the picture. When this 
compounds and Man is unable to confront anything any¬ 
where, he might be considered to have pictures of 
everything everywhere. This is proven by a rather 
interesting test made in 1947 by myself when it was dis¬ 
covered that an individual could be made to "run a 
lock" of something he had just seen, run another lock 
of something he had just heard, and run an additional 
lock on something he had just felt, he would at length 
be able to handle much more serious pictures in his 
mind, I discovered, although I did not entirely inter¬ 
pret it at the time, that an individual has no further 
pictures when he can confront all pictures; thus being 
able to confront everything he has done, he is no longer 
troubled with the things he has done. Supporting this, 
it will be discovered that individuals who progress in an 
ability to handle pictures eventually have no pictures at 
all. This we call a Clear. 


A Clear in an absolute sense would be someone who 
could confront anything and everything in the past, 
present and future.

Someone is needed to deliver these Levels of 
Auditing. You learn to do this in Scientology pastoral 
training. To gain the freedom of the level, you should 
be audited on it as a preclear; but to gain the ability 
to handle that part of the Reactive Mind in others in 
your environment, you should be trained on that 
level.

On Level II you will learn about Overts and With¬ 
holds (see definitions on page 23)and how to guide 
a person into talking about them. The processes you 
learn at this level make a Relief Release, one who is 
relieved of the regrets of past actions. 

Level III 

Level III deals with ARC and ARC Breaks. You 
learn to use prepared lists of things that may be 
bothering your preclear and how to produce a Free¬ 
dom Release-someone who can now face the future, 
easily experience change, and allow others to be the 
way they are.

At Level IV, you learn to handle a preciear’s Reac¬ 
tive Mind very directly. You will learn to find and 
handle what non-survival computations the person is 
using to try to make himself right and others wrong. 

This makes an Ability Release, because the person can 
now try new things and use new abilities.

Now it’s time to intern under excellent case super¬ 
vision until you are flawless in applying the Scientology 
counseling procedures up to Level IV.

THE STATE OF CLEAR 

A Clear is a being who can be at cause knowingly and at 
will over mental matter, energy, space and time, as regards 
the First Dynamic (survival for self). 

For more than 2,500 years, Man has dreamed of this 
goal. 

Being Clear gives one the freedom and potential of 
being. Further, it makes it possible to continue being some¬ 
thing. It is a stable state. Also, a Scientology Clear has 
experience. 

The source of aberration is the Reactive Mind, and the 
source of the Reactive Mind is the Being himself. An un¬ 
cleared person is making himself unknowing and unwilling \0 

effect of his own Reactive Mind. 

A Reactive Mind is an unknowing, unwanted series of 
aberrated computations which bring about an effect on the 
individual and those around him.

A Gear, then, is no longer the effect of the automati- 
cities of the Reactive Mind on the First Dynamic. 

Because of pleasurable experience in the past and inhe¬ 
rent sensitivity, there will be differences amongst Gears, 
and Gears should not be assumed automatically to be a 
standardized middleground, that pale goal of past doctrines. 

Life is quite an adversary and the Reactive Mind is 
quite an adversary. You shouldn’t ever undervaluate these 
things, and therefore, you can’t really overvalue the state of 
Clear. It has never been achieved before.

Aberration: Irrational or deranged behaviour or thought on, or about, a specific subject 
or subjects, resulting from the influence of the Reactive Mind upon the individual to 
that subject or subjects. 

Ability: The power to do something. 

ARC: A word made up from the initial letter of Affinity, Reality, and Communication 
which together equate to understanding. 

ARC X: ARC Break. A sudden drop or sundering in Affinity, Reality, and Communi¬ 
cation with or toward someone or something, which is often accompanied by mis- 
emotion or dramatization. An ARC Break is evidenced when a person is completely 
unwilling or finds it impossible to communicate to someone or something. 

Awareness: Quality,state or condition of knowing, realizing or being aware. 

Auditing: The application of Scientology processes and procedures to someone by a 
trained auditor. 

Auditor: A Religious Counselor of the Church of Scientology. 

Clear*, (noun) A thetan who can be at cause knowingly and at will over mental matter, 
energy, space and time as regards the First Dynamic. The state of Clear is above 
the release Grades (all of which are requisite to Clearing) and is attained by com¬ 
pletion of the Clearing Course at an Advanced Organization. 

Confront: To face; to stand face to face. To BE there and knowingly and willingly face 
exactly what is there. 

Dianetics: Man's most advanced school of the mind. From the Greek, dia , through, and 
noos . Mind, thus ’’through mind or "through thought". 

Drug Rundown: A series of actions including the HQS course and special auditing which 
handles fully the effect of drugs on a person. 

First Dynamic; The urge toward survival for self. 

Grade; (Grade of Release) A release is a person whose Reactive Mind is keyed out and 
is not influencing him. There are eight grades of release, each is a distinct and 
definite step toward greater levels of awareness and ability. 

HGC: Hubbard Guidance Center. That portion of a Church of Scientology that delivers 
Scientology processing. 

Intensive: 1Z 1/2 hours of auditing given to a preclear over a short period of time, as 
a series of successive sessions at regularly scheduled intervals. 

Internship: A service and activity offered by a Church of Scientology by which practical 
auditing experience is gained. 

Mocking up: Making a mock up, a mental model, construction or picture created by a 
thetan. A mock-up is distinct from a facsimile in that it is created volitionally, 
does not necessarily copy any previous experience, and is under the control of the 
thetan. 

Overt: (Overtact) Harmful or contra-survival act. 

Preclear: This term covers anyone who is not a Clear. However, it is principally used to 
to describe a person who, through Scientology processing, is finding out more 
about himself and life. 

Process: A set of questions asked by an auditor to help a person find out things about 
himself or life. 

Reactive Mind: That portion of a person's mind which works on a stimulus - response 
basis (given a certain stimulus, it gives a certain response) which is not under his 
volitional control and which exerts force and power of command over his awareness, 
purposes, thoughts, body and actions. 

Scientology: An applied religious philosophy dealing with the study of knowledge, which 
through the application of its technology can bring about desirable changes in the 
conditions of life. 

Thetan: The person himself - not his body or name, the physical universe, his mind, 

or anything else; that which is aware of being aware; the identity that IS the individual. 

Third Party Law: Law discovered by L. Ron Hubbard which states that while 
it is commonly believed to take two to make a fight, a third party must 
exist and must develop it for actual conflict to occur. 

Withhold: Undisclosed contra-survival act; a no action after the fact of action, in which 
the individual has done or been an accessory to doing something which is a trans¬ 
gression against some moral or ethical code consisting of agreements to which the 
individual has subscribed in order to guarantee, with others, the survival of a group 
with which he is co-acting or has co-acted toward survival.

In Scientology, because of the tremen- 
ous amount of and breadth of studying we 
re doing and because we are studying what 
tt are studying, it is necessary to have 
ume command over the subject of study. 

We have a difficult subject to confront 
ecause one is studying what one is. It be* 
omes absolutely imperative in our field to 
now something about how to study. It's 
o longer walking up to some poor student 
nd saying to him, “Well, the trouble with 
ou is you don’t know how to study,” and 
icn walking off. 

There's not been a technology of study^ 
r a technology of education. Study nor* 
ially would be you told somebody some* 
ling and ha was supposed to study it and, 
he didn’t like it, you would report it to 
vc headmaster. That was how subjective 
ality was gotten from the student. The" 
hole subject of study and training had not 
ally advanced beyond that point. 

Back in 1964,1 realized tha; Sdentology 
as making great headway and that we 
icw something about the mind but that I 
ould have to wrap up another subject 
hich we were engaged in. We would have 
wrap up the subject of study in order to 
jeate, and just in terms of practical 
jeation. 

The subject of study was muddied up 
1 I recognized that it was necessary, 
;n though we had made great inroads on 
>, to get a new viewpoint on this subject. 

1 developed the technology of study and 
is today being used in Scientology aca- 
nies around the world with tremendous 
cess. 

HE IMPORTANCE OF STUDY 

If you can’t learn anything, then you 
n’t find out how to do anything. Study 
crates as the door open or closed to 
■ming how to audit and to learning about • 


Scientology. If an auditor can’t learn any¬ 
thing, then, of course, he won’t be able to 
audit regardless of the attitude he has 
toward the human race or his wish to do 
something for people or his desire in any 
way, shape or form. These all would be 
barred by just this one point—he couldn’t 
learn anything. 

In order to teach somebody about 
Scientology, it's necessary that he be able 
to learn. This is terribly fundamental. You 
couldn’t build any skyscrapers unless you 
put down a foundation. And what is this 
foundation? Of coipe, it is study, the 
ability to learn. 

I developed the study technology with 
the purpose of improving the ability of a 
student to learn by altering the character 
and methodology of teaching, thus im¬ 
proving the ability of the studfcnt to study 
and learn.- 

Within a few short months after I 
developed the study technology in 1964, 
students’ grades on examinations on (he 
Saint Hill Special Briefing Course increased 
from 5% in the 90’s to 60% in the 90’s. 
Today, exact study technology being ap¬ 
plied is bringing continuous and consistent 
gains to students. 

THE FIRST GATE 

Study doesn’t have to do with mental 
feat. Study has to do with understanding. 
Study has to do basically with one ihing- 
willingness to know. That’s the fust little 
gate that has to be opened to embark upon 
study. If that gate remains closed then 
you’re liable to get into such things as the 
total verbatim rote system or you’re liable 
to get into ail kinds of systems, none of 
which add up to any knowledge or under¬ 
standing- 

The Tint thing that barrier* learning is 
the consideration that you know all about 



it already. 

An auditor's ability to learn depends on 
a willingness to learn. The biggest single 
barrier is a preconception that he knows 
that is not attended by any singular result. 
For instance, you may hear a remark like 
this: “Well, 1 know Scientology, I studied 
Scientology for a long time. I know it very 
well. In fact, I audit very well. Of course, 
I don’t get very good results.” That’s a lack 
of perceptiveness. He’s not capable of a 
judgment with regard to his own skill. 
NOMENCLATURE 

(Nomenclature: (He set or terms u**d to detertbe 
things in * particular lubject. j 

What part does nomenclature play in 
study? The dependence of knowledge upon 
nomenclature is extraordinary and almost 
never appreciated by teachers and students. 
They're trying to talk and use a language 
they don’t know. This can get so bad that 
they think the subject is incomprehensible 
or that they are incapable of understanding 
it when,as a matter of fact, that is not what 
is wrong at all They just haven’t grasped the 
meaning of some of the symbols being 
used to designate. 

”1 don’t quite know what that means 
so I’ll just learn this much of it,” they say. 
And they go on into the next paragraph 
and this hasn’t made an impression on 
them-that there’s something they don’t 
know-and that’s what carries on into the 
next paragraph. As the student goes on 
studying past these points of uncompre¬ 
hended nomenclature, he begins to stack up 
an opinion that he doesn't know it. It 
isn’t that he doesn’t know it. It’s simply 
the nomenclature that he’s having trouble 
with. He doesn’t know the nomenclature so 
he winds up with an opinion that he 
doesn't know the subject or that there’s 
something incomprehensible about the sub¬ 
ject. A comprehension of the nomenclature 
is primary to the study of anything. 

INTENTION 

In studying Scientology or any other 
subject, an important point to watch is 
intention- As you study, what do you 
intend-to do with the information? 

Until you clarify that, you cannot, in 


actual fact, make an intelligent activity out 
of it. Some students study for examination 
only. That’s folly. You’re not going to do 
anything with that examination. 

If anyone is having any trouble with the 
Dianetics or Scientolo gy material, it is simply 
that they have not studied it for applica¬ 
tion but for examination. If you were to 
go back brand new as though you had 
never heard it before and study it for 
application, you would gain a complete 
grasp of the subject. 

If we examine study a bit further, the 
main complaint about it is that it does not 
immediately result in good, dean applica¬ 
tion. This is one of the primary scolds 
about modem education. There’s a great 
zone of tolerance in most studies-a student 
is expected to be very amateurish. Educa¬ 
tors teach an engineer to build a bridge and 
then nobody in that university is forced to 
sit down and watch him build a bridge. 

THE WORTHWHILE RESULT 

The direction and end purpose of 
studying is understanding. Of course, if you 
put an unknown word into the middle of 
what you are studying or an unknown 
phenomenon in the middle of it, you’re 
not going to get understanding at ail, you’re 
going to get disbelief, non-comprehension, 
mystery and non-application. 

There’s a primary mechanism of study. 
Study is a string of certainties and confi¬ 
dences and competences. There are very 
many ways to promote these feelings of 
confidences but the best way to do it is 
just a head-on thing of making sure, not 
that the student walks slowly but that he 
walks certainly. 

There is no argument with competence. 
It doesn’t come down to a test of wkat a 
person knows but a test of what a person 
can do. There is a loi of doingness in the 
study of Scientology, and the degree to 
which a student understands Jhe real know¬ 
ledge available to him in Scientology will 
determine the esteem and satisfaction he 
can be assured of.

MISUNDERSTOOD WORDS 


The 
Barriers 
to Study 


By L. Ron Hubbard 



Whenever a person has a confused idea of something or believes there is some conflict 
of ideas, IT IS ALWAYS TRUE THAT A MISUNDERSTOOD WORD EXISTS AT THE 
ROTTOM OF THAT CONFUSION. 

AT THE BOTTOM OF ALL ALTERATION OF MEANING OR ACTION IS A MIS¬ 
UNDERSTOOD WORD. 

STUPIDITY IS THE EFFECT OF MISUNDERSTOOD WORDS, 

The misunderstood word is the make up of human relations, the mind and subjects. 
It establishes aptitude and lack of aptitude and its what psychologists have been trying 
to test for years without recognizing what it was. It's the definitions of words, the mis¬ 
understood word. That’s all it goes back to and it produces such a vast panorama of 
mental effects that it, itself, is the prime factor involved with stupidity and the prime 
factor involved with many other things. The hasic law that “at the bottom of all altera¬ 
tion of meaning or action is the misunderstood word” at once explains why communi¬ 
cation, ideas or application become falsified, twisted and corrupted. 

Certain physiological reactions are brought about through a misunderstood word. It 
gives one a distinctly blank or a washed out feeling. A not-there feeling and a sort of 
hysteria will follow in the back of that. Also, the manifestation of “blow” (Blow': a 
colloquialism for a sudden departure. It is usually used to describe either the sudden 
dissipation of mass in the mind with an accompanying feeling of relief, or someone leav¬ 
ing, ceasing to be where he should really be. or just ceasing to be audited) stems from a 
misunderstood word. 

If a person didn’t have misunderstood words, his talent might or might not be present 
but his doingness would be present. We can't say that Joe would paint as weil as Bill if 
both were unaberrated in the field of an, but we can say that the inability of Joe to 
do the motions of painting is dependent exclusively and only upon definitions. 

There is some word in the field of art that the person who is inept didn’t define o*r 
understand and that is followed by an inability to act in the field of arts. It is very im¬ 
portant because it tells you what happens to doingness and that the restoration of doing¬ 
ness depends only upon the restoration of understanding of the misunderstood word. 

SIMPLE WORDS 

You might suppose at once that it is the BIG words or the technical words which are 
most misunderstood. This is NOT the case. On actual test, it was English, simple words 
and NOT Dianetics and Scientology words which prevented understanding. 

Words like “a”, “the”, “such” and other “everybody knows” words show up with 
great frequency when doing a Method 2 Word Clearing. 

It is almost incredible to see that a university graduate has gone through years and 
yean of study of complex subjects and yet does not know what “or” or “an” means. It 
has to be seen to be believed. Yet, when cleaned up, his whole education turns from a 
solid mass of question marks to a clean useful view. 

A test of school children in Johannesburg once showed that intelligence DECREASED 
with each new year of school. The answer to the puzzle was simply that each year they 
added a few dozen more crushing misunderstood words onto an already confused 
vocabulary that no one ever got them to look up. 

The subject of Psychology began its texts by saying they did not know what the word 
means. So the subject itself never arrived.. Pro feasor Wundt of Leipzig University in 
1879 perverted the item. It really means just “a study (ology) of the soul (psyche)” But 
Wundt, working under the eye of Bismarck, the greatest of German military Fascists, 
it the height of-German war ambitions, has to deny man had a soul. So there went the 
subject. Men were, thereafter, animats (it is all right to kill animals) and Man had no soul, 
so the word psychology could no longer be defined. 

THE EARLIEST MISUNDERSTOOD WORD IN A SUBJECT IS THE KEY TO 
EATER MISUNDERSTOOD WORDS IN THAT SUBJECT. 

Then comes words like “a”, “the”, and other simple English words as the next words 
that read. (Read: a reaction which occurs on an Electro Meter when an auditor is doing 
Word Gearing.) 

In studying a foreign language it is often found that thegrammer words of one’s own 
language that tell about the grammer in the foreign language are basic to not being able 
to learn the foreign language. 

STRANGE IDEAS 

Every green body of students will argue and fuss about ideas or confusions in the 
directions or material they are given to read. 

They will generate weird ideas and erroneous concepts of what the text says. They do 
wrong things and say the text said to. They ask strange ideas of their instructions. They 
clamour for “clarification”. 

AND AT THE BOTTOM OF ALL THIS IS MISUNDERSTOOD WORDS. 

There is not also misunderstood ideas. There is only the misunderstood word which 
breeds, then, huge towering wrong ideas.

One of the biggest barriers to learning a new subject is its 
nomenclature, meaning the set of terms used to describe 
the things it deals with. A subject must have accurate labels 
which have exact meanings before it can be understood and 
communicated. 

If 1 were to describe parts of the body as “thingamabobs” 
and “whatsenvnies’*, we wouW all be in a confusion, so 
the accurate naming of something is a very important part 
of any field. 

A student comes a long and starts to study something and 
has a terrible time of it. Why?*Because he or she not only 
has a lot of new principles and methods to learn, but a 
whole new language as well. Unless the student understands 
this, unless he or she realizes that one has to “know the 
words before one can sing the tune”, he or she is not going 
to get very far in any field of study or endeavour. 

Now [ am going to give you an important datum: 

The only reason a person gives up a study or becomes 
confused or unable to learn is because he or she has gone 
past a word that was not understood. 

The confusion or inability to grasp or learn comes 
AFTER a word that the person did not have defined and 
understood. 

Have you ever had the experience of coming to the end 
of a page and realizing you didn't know what you had 
read? Well, somewhere earlier on that page you went past 
a word that you had no definition for. 

Here’s an example. “It was found that when the crepu- 
scule arrived the children were quieter and when it w a s not 
present, they were much livelier.” You see what happens. 
You think you don't understand the whole idea, but the 
inability, to understand came entirely from the one word 
you : could not define, crepuscule which means'twilight or‘- 
darkness. 


This datum about not going past an undefined word is 
the most important fact in the whole subject of study. 
Every subject you have taken up and abandoned had its 
words which you failed to get defined. 

Therefore, in studying Scientology be very, very certain 
you never go past a word you do not fully understand. If 
the material becomes confusing or you can't seem to grasp 
it, there will be a word just earlier that you have not under¬ 
stood. Don’t go any further, but go back to BEFORE you 
got into trouble, find the misunderstood word and get it 
defined.

DIANETICS means: “through the mind’* (from Greek “Dia” - through, 
and “noos” — mind). It is the first fully precise science of the mind. The 
world before Dianetics had never known a precision mental Science.

DISCOVERY OF THE REACTIVE MIND 

In early Dianetic research the human mind and basic human character were found

The Reactive Mind was discovered. It had managed to bury itself from view so 
horoughly that only inductive philosophy, travelling from effect back to cause, served 
o uncover it. The Reactive Mind is a portion of a person’s mind which works on a 
otally'stimulus-response basis, which ts not under his volitional control, and which 
xerts force and the power of command over his awareness, purposes, thoughts, body 
nd actions. 

DIANETICS, THE MODERN SCIENCE OF MENTAL HEALTH 

The'isolation and resolution of the Reactive Mind was a major breakthrough for man.

ENGRAMS 

An Engram is a mental image picture of an experience containing pain, unconscious¬ 
ness, and a real or fancied threat to, survival: it is a recording in the Reactive Mind of 
something which actually happened to an individual in the past and which contained 
pain and unconsciousness, both of which are recorded in the mental image picture 
called an engram.

BEFORE 1950 

In thousands of years before 2950 there were many 
philosophers and much knowledge was gathered in the field 
of mathematics, electronics and the material sciences. 

However, due to ideologies and the political conflicts, 
little of this prior knowledge was ever applied to the field 
of the human mind. 

The scientific idea of regarding as a truth only that 
which could be demonstrated with a result was never really 
applied to the mind. 

“ Researchers” in this field were not fully trained in 
mathematics, the scientific method or logic. They were 
interested mainly in their own private ideas and in political 
targets. 

Man has used mental knowledge in the past mainly for 
control, politics and propaganda. 

“MENTAL THERAPY*’ 

Various forms of “mental therapy” were in existence 
before Dianetics.

THE COLD TRUTH 

The results of psychiatry are physically damaging, con¬ 
sisting of various brutalities and often injure the patient 
for life or kill him outright. There have never been any 
cures listed or claimed for psychiatric treatment as its 
interest lies only in control. The cost is about S2.000 a 
month often for years in America. 

Psychology is mainly used for testing aptitude or in¬ 
telligence. It has counseling as part of its activities but it 
is more concerned with and financed for warfare. 

Psychoanalysis requires up to five years for an uncertain 
result and costs about S20.000. 

Dianetics requires only a matter of hours (about 100) 
and only helps and does not injure anyone. It costs about 
550 an hour in the U.S. (The Hubbard Standard Dianetics 
Course, which includes all the Dianetic auditing a student 
wants from other competent students at no additional 
charge, costs only S500 total in the U.S.) 

THE “HEALING” MONOPOLY 

The two subjects Psychology and Psychiatry have bitter¬ 
ly contested any healing subject and use public media, 
governments and rumor to forward population Control.

MEDICINE AND DIANETICS 

There is no quarrel between Dianetics and general prac¬ 
titioners of the medical profession. They both have the 
same purpose (to make people well) and are not political. 

It is freely admitted in Dianetics that physical illness that 
can be effectively treated medically should be so treated. 
Auditing will not set a broken leg or deliver a baby. But 
it can help get the leg healed in two weeks instead of the 
usual six and after effects of childbirth do not exist when 
Dianetic auditing is also used.

Drugs, Alcohol 
and Dianetics 

by L Ron Hubbard 

By drugs {to mention a few) are meant - tranquilizers, opium, cocaine, marijuana, peyote, ampheta¬ 
mines, and the psychiatrist’s gift to Man, LSD, which is the worst. Any medical drugs are included. 
Drugs are drugs. There are thousands of trade names and slang terms for these drugs. 

ALCOHOL is included as a drug and receives the same treatment in auditing. 

They are supposed to do wonderful things but ail they really do is ruin the person. 


Even someone off drugs for years still has "blank 
periods." Their abilities to concentrate or to balance are 
injured. 

The moral part of it has nothing to do with auditing. 
The facts are that: 

(a) People who have been on drugs can be a liability 
until the condition is handled in auditing. 

(b) A former drug user is a resistive case that does not 
make stable gains until the condition is handled. 

(c) Auditing is the only successful means ever developed 
for handling drug damage. 

People who have been on drugs are sometimes afraid 
of running engrams. 

In fact, it is almost a way to detect a "druggie.” 

The drugs, particularly LSD and even sometimes anti¬ 
biotics or other medicines to which the person has an 
allergy can turn on whole track pictures violently. 

These tend to overwhelm the person and make him feel 
crazy. Some of these people are afraid to confront the 
bank again. 

In investigating a series of cases who were not making 
it. I found in each one that the person had been on drugs 
or alcohol and that drugs or the alcohol had not been run 

, This . . . unlocks the case gain of a peat many pc's 
on whom a drug or alcohol history was never noticed or 
handled. 

It is possible to come off drugs without convulsions. 

Drugs essentially are poisons. The depce they are taken 
determines the effect. A small amount gives a stimulant. 
A greater amount acts as a sedative. A larger amount acts 
as a poison and can kill one dead. 

This is true of any drug. Each has a different amount. 
Caffeine Is a drug. So coffee Is an example. 100 cups of 
coffee -would probably kill a person. 10 cups would pro¬ 
bably put him to sleep. 2 or 3 cups stimulate. This is a 
very common drug. It is not very harmtuJ as it takes so 
much of it to have an effect so it is known as a stimulant. 

Arsenic is known as a poison. Yet a tiny amount of 
arsenic is a stimulant, a good sized dose puts one to sleep 
and a few grains kills one dead. 

But there are some drugs which have another factor. 
They directly affect the reactive bank. Marijuana (pot), 
peyote, morphine, heroin, etc, turn on the pictures one 
is stuck in. And they turn them on too hard to audit out. 

LSD-25 is a psychiatric drug designed to make schizo¬ 
phrenics out of normal people. It is evidently widely dis¬ 
tributed by psychiatrists. It looks like cube sugar and is 
easily made. 

Drugs are considered valuable by addicts to the degree 
that they produce some “desirable affect.” 

But they are dangerous to have around because a 
person on drugs 

(a) has blank periods 

Cb) has unrealities and delusions that remove him 
from PT 

fc) is very hard to audit. 

Thus a drug taker can be holding a boat alongside, go 
into one of his blanks, think he is on Venus and let go. 

A drug taker left on watch may go blank and miss 
a menacing situation and not handle it because he is 
“somewhere else.” 

Giving an order to a drug taker can be grim as he may 
simply stand and stare at one. He ARC breaks anyone 
with it. 

It takes about six weeks apparently for LSD to wear off. 
After that a person can be audited. But it ruins his case 
to a marked degree as it builds up ridges which don’t as-is 
well. 

A drug or alcohol burns up the Vitamin Bl in the 
system rapidly. This increased speed of burning up Bladds 
to his "happy state." But now his system is out of Bl so he 
goei depressed. 


To avoid convulsions take lots of Bl daily when coming 
off drugs. 

And ware for six weeks before one is audited. 

And then lay off. It’s a pretty poor trick on those who 
are dependent on one and get let down. 

It occasionally happens that someone is still on drujp 
when he or she requires drug processing. 

This sets up a very rough problem. 

DRUGS PREVENT ANY CASE GAIN. 

If the person is still on drugs, processing will have 
tittle effect. He will not cease to be a drug addict. The 
drugs trap him. 

When the world went druggie (about I960), this prob¬ 
lem of drying out became one of the first order. It was 
not just a problem to us. All pre*Scientology efforts 
failed-and had been failing for all Man’s historv Rut 
relatively small numbers had been involved. Alter i960 
the problem became planet-wide. 

Our first organization to handle this was Los Angeles. 
They made the person cease to take drugs for 6 weeks, then 
audited the drugs out. Most of these cases stayed stable 
and thereafter had case gain and were no longer condemned 
to an eternity of disability. 

However, some were unable to stop taking drugs. 

What is called WITHDRAWAL SYMPTOMS set in. 
These arc the body and mental reactions to no longer 
taking drugs. They are ghastly. No torturer ever set up 
anything worse. 

The patient had this problem then: 

A. Stay on drugs and be trapped ana suffering from 

B. Try to come off the drugs and be so agonizingly 
ill meanwhile that he couldn't stand it. 

This was a dead if you do, dead if you don’t sort of 
problem. 

Medicine did not solve it adequately. Psychotherapy 
was impossible. 

People who have been on drugs do not make case gain 
until the drugs are handled in processing. 

Processing such as Dianetics is not effective when done 
on a person who is taking drugs. 

Withdrawal from drugs sometimes sets up a violent 
physical reaction too painful or depressing to be continued 
and the person goes back on drugs. 

Anyone on drugs or who has taken drugs is doomed as 
a being - jusr like that. He or she will cave right on in and 
finish up in the ash can from here on out. 

Only processing by Dianetics ami Scientology can 
handle the effects of drugs fully. No other technology, 
medical or biochemical has ever helped - we have thou¬ 
sands of cases to prove this completely. 

The primary barrier to processing is getting the person , 
off drugs and keeping him off until he can be fully audited.

Vitamins are not drugs. They are nutrition. A person 
can be processed while on them. 

By close application of these principles the person can 
be salvaged. 

And having been salvaged can go on up to greater 
freedom and ability.

„ The practice is very general and very old. 

The person is made to associate his “wrong ideas" with 
pain so that he "will not have these ideas," or will be 
“prevented from doing those things.” 

• A crude current example is to electric shock a person 
every time he smokes a cigarette. After several “treat¬ 
ments” he is supposed to associate the pain with the idea 
and so “give up smoking.” 

Homosexual tendencies are also so "treated.” 

In earlier times alcoholism was “cured” by putting 
poison in drinks so drinking would make the person 
violently ill so he would “stop it." 

Examples of this are all over the time track. 

The mechanism is “If you get this idea you will feel 
this pain” ZAP! 

Basically this is the action of an implanter. I Implant : 
a painful and forceful means of overwhelming a being with 
artificial purpose or false concepts in a malicious attempt 
to control and suppress him.) 

Current use of it will be encountered where psychiatry 
has been busy implanting. 

This is a pinnacle, an all, of psychiatric “treatment.” 

Another version of it is drugs. Make the person too 
torpid (sluggish) to have any ideas. The motto of this is 
“too dead to act.” Institutions are emptied by hooking 
psychotics and “community psychiatry” exists “to make 
them take their pills," in short, to keep them hooked. This 
started the current drug craze that spread into “illegal" 
drugs. 

The auditor will encounter this with growing frequency 
as the business of it is so big that one group spends 12 
billion in advertising alone per year! This is the Rockefeller 
drug cartel. They also spend vast sums in lobbying 
parliaments. 

OBSESSION 

Most “got to’s” or obsessions come from Pain Associa- 
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tion or drug association. 

People in pain or drugged can .become obsessed with 
doing the idea. 

What the psychiatrist docs not care to publicize is that 
his “cures” are im plan tings with compulsive ideas. 

The smoker so treated now MUST smoke but CANT 
smoke. These two things are opposed. That is known as 
frustration-a form of insanity. 

Must reach can't reach, must withdraw can’t withdraw 
is total basic insanity. 

Thus psychiatry is making insane people. 

This is why the insanity statistic is soaring and why the 
crime statistic is on a wild climb. 

The psychiatrist if he handled his field well and did 
really effective work would have a declining Insanity and 
crime statistic. 

That the psychiatrist and his “technology" has been in 
charge during the whole period of these alarming statistics 
is ignored by governments. 

The psychiatrist argues that he needs more money and 
more practitioners. But he gets money by the billion. The 
state has to totally support them becausq the public will 
have nothing to do with them. 

Psychiatric care in a private_hospital costs $30,000. 
$2,000 a month for board only is the price at Walnut 
Lodge in Washington DC, an average place. h6 0 a week 
is charged in England for a shabby room. “Care” is extra 
if it exists. 

Psychoanalysis costs £9,000 for a full and ineffective 
course, takes 5 years, 30% suicide in the first 3 months. 

Psychiatric treatment runs S times the total cost of 
every course, grade and action available in Scientology 
organizations. 

SKILL LEVEL 

Any Hubbard Apprentice Scientologist knows more and 
can do more about the mind than any psychiatrist. 

There Is no real level of comparison since psychiatry 
as used is a destructive technology. 

Under a "drug treatment” engram you often find savage 
electric shocks of execution strength buried. 

It is doubtful if one could watch an electric shock 
“treatment” without vomiting. 

In “neurosurgery” the tee Pick is used to rip and tear 
up people’s brains. 


Holes are drilled in skulls and the brain sliced up. 

No evidence exists that this ever helped anyone but 
it makes incurable invalids. 

Illegal seizure of anyone and his torture is legal in most 
“civilized countries.” 

MASTERS 

The psychiatrist has masters. His principal organization. 
World Federation of Mental Health, and its members, the 
National Association of Mental Health, the "American” 
Psychiatric Association and the “American" Psychological 
Association are directly connected to Russia. 

Even the British Broadcasting Company has stated that 
psychiatry and the KGB (Russian Secret Police) operate in 
direct collusion. - 

A member of the WFMH sits on every major “Advisory 
Council" in the US government, to name one government. 

Ministers of Health or Health Authorities are members 
of the National Association or the WFMH. 

The psychiatrist has masters. 

DOCUMENTATION 

Ail these statements arc the subject of total documenta¬ 
tion in the hands of Scientology. 

SUMMARY 

The auditor in auditing uncovers considerable data in 
former psychiatric cases. 

Further an auditor can put to rights a case so abused 
unless a fatal injury has been done. 

As psychiatry circulates rumors about auditors and 
attempts to discourage the use of Dianetics and ScientO;

and FREEDOM 


Why should anyone want to know anything about the 
human mind? And. for that matter, why shouid anyone 
believe- that knowledge of the human mind is either un¬ 
obtainable or undesirable? Why should men ostensibly 
seeking answers to the human mind stray so far from it 
as to examine rats and entirely avoid looking at human 
beings? And why should anyone pretending to treat the 
mind stray so far afield as electric shock? 

The answers are relatively simple. Anyone who knows 
the structure, function, and dynamic* of the human mind 
is very difficult to control. The only way a mind can be 
controlled is by enforcing upon it ignorance of itself. As 
far as study and treatment is concerned, a mind which has 
been made ignorant of itself would have to have restored 
to it awareness of its fundamentals before it could be con¬ 
sidered to be recovered. And when one restores full aware¬ 
ness to a mind one is no longer able to victimize it. And 
a profession or a society would have to move out of slave 
orientation into action by freedom and consent, were it to 
be effective. 

Just as you do not want people to control you, so you 
should want knowledge of yourself and others. Just as you 
fight away knowingness concerning self, so you will be 
controlled. 

A simple and conclusive science of mind is a vital 
necessity in any society which desires to become free and 
remain free. The only elements in a society which combat, 
or contest, or dispute an effort to attain such a science 
would be those interests which desired, by ignorance, to 
maintain their control of a slavery. Each and every impulse 
of freedom Is an impulse toward sanity, toward health, 
toward happiness. Evey impulse toward slavery is an im¬ 
pulse in the direction of misery, disease and death. One can 
say alike of the arthritic and the neurotic that the basic 
cause of disturbance, physical or mental, germinated in 
efforts to reduce the freedom of the individual, the group, 
or Mankind. 

Dianetics is an effort toward the attainment by Man of 
a level of freedom where decency and happiness can pre¬ 
vail, and where knowledge of the mind itself would prevent 
the unscrupulous use of the mechanisms of slavery. Dia- 
netics can be contested, it can be vilified, its founder and 
practitioners can be publicly pilloried, but Dianetics cannot 
be ignored. It could neither be drowned in praise, nor 


burned in some purge to its total eradication, for it is a 
wonderfully observable fact that the one impulse tn Man 
which cannot be erased is his impulse toward freedom, his 
impulse toward sanity, toward higher levels of attainment 
in all of his endeavours. This is Man’s one saving grace, and 
because Dianetics is such an impulse, and because its basic 
purposes, from the moment of its conception, have been 
dedicated unswervably to the attainment of even greater 
freedom it cannot perish—a fact which will become doubt¬ 
lessly more annoying to the slave-masters as the years roll 

There is much argument upon which we could adventure 
concerning whether Dianetics is an art or a science, whether 
it is a humanity or a hoax, but all this would avail us very 
little for we would only be quibbling with words. Dianetics 
is what it is, and the totality of it can best be summed by 
the description, "an understanding of Man." We do not 
care whether or not it is more properly catalogued under 
Adventure or Mystery. We do care whether or not it is 
promulgated and known, for everywhere it walks slavery 
ceases. That mind which understands itself is' the mind of 
a free man. It is no longer prone to obsessive behaviour, 
unthinking compliances, covert innuendoes. It is at home 
in an environment, not a stranger. It" is the solver of prob¬ 
lems and the maker of games. A mind that is enslaved is 
weak. A mind that is free is powerful, and all the power 
there is, is defined by and contained in freedom. 


CULTURAL LAG 

The reason why Dianetics and Scientology were abused 
or even fought has to do with what is called a "cultural 
lag." 

This has often occurred in the history of technical 
developments. 

An example is Dr. Semmelweis’s discovery of the cause 
and cure of childbed fever. For over half a century after 
that women still died in agony after childbearing. Even¬ 
tually the culture caught up to it and the illness which had 
accounted for a huge percentage of female deaths ceased to 
exist. Dr. Semmelweis's discovery of its prevention was 
"ahead of its time." Pathetically, scoffed and disbelieved, 
he even died to prove he was right.

Cultural lag occurs for many reasons. 

In any field as retarded as the human sciences the 
emergence of Dianetics and Scientology, full and workable 
and complete, is startling. And thereby subject to disbelief. 

This does not mean they.aren’t used and useful. 

It is significant that hundreds of aerospace technicians, 
working with satellites and rocketry broadly used Dianetics 
and Scientology first. At the same time parliaments in some 
socially backward countries were busy passing Uws against 
Scientology to protect their psychiatrists whose medieval 
approach was to seize people without any process of law 
and saw out brains as a cure for mental illness. 

In a world where governments are fighting to dominate 
men’s minds, mental technology ia needed to protect the 
individual and to prevent the enslavement of all. 

Dianetics was the first practical workable easily taught 
science of the mind. It has endured already 21 years and is 
better and more used than ever before. 

Possibly the point which counted most against Dianetics 
in the early attacks on it was that it did a vast array of 
things.

We have referred your letter of October 8, 1971 to our Washington 
headquarters for reply, because any statements regarding enforcement 
policy for E-Meters should be made by them. Also, our Washington 
offices would have complete information about cases in which E-Meters 
or the Church of Scientology were involved with respect to the Federal 
Food, Drug and Cosmetic Act. The Lob Angeles District Office only has 
Information about cases In Southern California and Arizona. 

The case of Church of Scientology v. Richardson is the only case on the 
West Coast Involving legal action by the Food and Drug Administration 
against E-Meters, of which we are aware. We have no information about 
the case in the Superior Court of California for Orange County, which 
you refer to. 

We have asked our Washington headquarters to respond to your request for 
Information about seizures of Dlanezene. 

We are sorry we cannot provide more Information from this office.

Since you really do not have the preclear under good con - 
trol, r.or well orientated in the environment, you have to an¬ 
swer tliis technical question: When does an auditing session 
begin ? 

The answer to that question is: An auditing session begins 
when you have a preclear, and when he knows he has an audit¬ 
ing environment and an auditor. There is auditing which is 
done on a relatively loose basis, which might be out in the 
street, in the kitchen, or anywhere. An assist could happen 
almost anywhere. But at the beginning of the session, no mat¬ 
ter how formally this session is constituted, you are running 
an assist. 

You have an auditing room. You have a preclear, and you 
are the auditor. You know all these things, but the preclear 
doesn't. As far as he is concerned, there isn't a. formal ses¬ 
sion taking place. Don't call it a formal session. Call it an 
assist. Tell the preclear that it is an assist and that you are 
not intending anything very strenuous. In rendering an assist 
you should tell the preclear that "this is just an assist" to try 
and ease the pain in his hand a little, after which you are going 
to stop. 

The handling-of an assist as an auditor is different than the 
handling of a formal session since the factor of control is no - 
tably slackened, - sometimes almost completely missing. 

One of the factors in assists is that an assist has as a large 
part of its anatomy, "trying to help". Just remember that you 
are only trying to help and don't get your heart broken by the 
fact that the fellow's broken spine doesn't heal instantly. 

Another factor is that an assist is differentiated and de - 
fined as addressing the game someone knows he is playing. 

What techniques would comprise an assist? Anything that 
would help. And what are these? One of the easiest ones to 
render is Locational Processing. You tell the person, "look at 
that chair. Look at that ceiling. Look at that floor. Look at 
that hand (the auditor pointing to the objects), when he has an 
injured hand and the pain will diminish. This is a very easy 
assist. 

For example, a person has a bad shoulder. You touch his 
hand of the same arm and say, "Close your eyes and look at 
my fingers". Make sure that he keeps his eyes closed. You 
then touch him on the elbow and say, "Look at my fingers". 

Do this anywhere on his body. Just touch him and say, "Look 
at my fingers". This is a communication process which eases 
his attention over from a concentration upon the injury to some-

Say for example, there is a big accident and a crowd of 
people are pressing around. The police are trying to push the 
people back. Well, push the people back and then push the po¬ 
liceman back. Say, "officer, keep these people at a distance. " 
Then you lean over the victim and snap him back to rights. If 
you are enough THERE, everybody else will realize that you 
are the ONE that is THERE. Therefore, such things as panic, 
worry, wonder, upset, looking dreamily into the far distance, 
wondering what is wrong or what should be done, are no part 
of your make-up if you are rendering an assist. Cool, calm 
and collected should be the keynote of your attitude. Realize 
that to take control of any given situation it is only necessary 
to be there more than anybody else. There is no necromancy 
involved. Just 13E there. The others aren't. And if you are 
there enough, then somebody else will pull himself out of it 
and go on living. 

Understand that an auditor when rendering an assist must 
make up with presence what he lacks in surroundings and agree¬ 
ments. It all comes under the heading of willingness to be 
there and willingness to control people. 

One of the-ways of convincing people of beingness and of 
being there is to exercise control -- positive, undeniable tone 
40 exercise of control. Start to control the situation with high 
enough ARC, enough presence and factuality-- there won't be 
anybody present that won't step back and let you control the 
situation. You are entitled to it in the first place because of 
senior "know-how". The control of body attention or thought 
comprises the majority of your knowledge. The majority in 
Scientology simply points in this direction. The observable 
thing is control of attention, objects and thoughts. When you 
have good confidence of being able to handle these, and when 
you positively know how to do these, then you can make sure 
that everybody else knows you can do this, and you make them 
realize this by doing it. You have all of these things available 
in rendering an assist. 

You might never think of a riot as being a situation which 
necessitated an assist, or an assist as applicable to a riot, 
but a riot is simply a psychosomatic momentary injury or trau¬ 
matic condition on the third dynamic. Could you settle a riot? 
Well, if you can settle a riot, you can certainly settle one per¬ 
son who is in a riot. The antithesis of any pain, disturbance 
or tumult is order. The thing which controls tumult is order; 
and, conversely, the thing which controls order is tumult. You 
need only bring order into a confused situation and bring con¬

of motion, action and objects. 


This is a fantastic simplicity and one which takes some 
grasping. Conceive as order, merely a fixed position, idea 
and attitude. A policeman knows what he is supposed to do. 
Maybe he will put on a tourniquet or maybe he won't. Keep the 
people away and stop everything is his idea of how it should be. 
Now you can aid or abet the order he is creating, or cancel the 
order by creating a confusion which he cannot handle. Of the 
two, the first is tne best in that situation. You aid and abet 
and cap the order he is creating. If you were to accuse him of 
having a confused accident scene, which is by now not at all 
confused, and ask him to straighten it out, you would channel 
his attention in the direction it is already gone, and so you 
control his attention. 

Remember, those people are still moving a little bit; they 
are still breathing. There is still a tiny bit of motion going on. 
If you were to ask him something on the order of "can't we 
have it a little quieter and more orderly here?", he would at 
once perceive thal there was far too much confusion and motion, 
and he would simply come under your direction because you 
have simply channeled his attention in the direction it was al¬ 
ready going. Therefore, you have taken control. 

If you ever want to overset a fixed order, create a confu¬ 
sion. If you want to overset a confusion, create a fixed order. 
Pick out of the scene those beings in the scene whose attention 
is channeled in the direction you want attention to go, and you 
aid and abet that attention which already exists. Or, where 
you have too many fixed positions and fixed ideas to overcome, 
you simply take those turbulent individuals in the scene who 
are creating the confusion against those fixed ideas and chan¬ 
nels and you make their confusion much more confused, at the 
same time yourself imposing another order in another direc - 
tion. 

The mechanics of taking over any confused scene are sim¬ 
ply the mechanics of trying to get a preclear to see through the 
morass of cross purposes, commands, ideas, and environ¬ 
ments in which he has lived. And whether that applies to the 
third dynamic or otherwise, the laws are still there and it tells 
you then that the imposition of order on a preclear comes fore¬ 
most in an assist.

Auditing will not shut off a pumping artery, but a tourni - 
quet will. If you are going into the zone of accidents, you are 
going to bo in the vicinity ol a great deal ot de'fraction and 
chaos, and you are very foolish not to have your Red Cross 
First. Aid Certificate. You may often have to find some method 
of controlling, handling and directing personnel who get in your 
way before you car. render as. . 1. You might just as well 
realize that an .-.ssisr require-. ,L you control the entire en¬ 
vironment and personnel asset s t.-u with the assist it necessary. 

An assist is auditing on several dynamics, it is, the refui e, 
much harder to do than auditing in a formal room as it requires 
presence. You must bring yourself to face the fact that you 
have to give enough presence and enough control to enough dy¬ 
namics to bring the environment into a compliance with your 
postulate. If you postulate that somebody is going to pick up 
his bed and walk, then you have to be willing to move and be 
capable of moving around tin: people who are going to watch him 
pick up his bed and walk. 

A good example of an assist would be when somebody is 
washing dishes in the kitchen. There is a norrendous crash 
and the person comes down all over the sink, hits the floor and 
as she is going down, she grabs the butcher knife as it falls. 
You go in and say, "Well, let me fix that up". One of the first 
thing- you would have to do 1 to wind some bandage around the 
hand t.0 slop the bleeding. Part o! the First .Aid would be to 
pick up the dishes and put them hack on the sink, sweep the 
pieces together into a more orderly semblance. This Is the 
first symptom of control. She becomes introverted into the cut 
to the point that she wouldn’t particularly notice what you were 
doing. But you relieve the anxiety that all her blood is pouring 
out; your first attention to the case is attention to the environ¬ 
ment. 


Next you would make her sit down. To remove her from 
the scene of the accident is not as desirable as auditing her 
there. That is directly contrary, perhaps, to what you believe 
but it is true. That is why you bring a little order into the en- 
^ vironment. You position her and then you are ready for tech¬ 


niques. It is quite remarkable for you have manifested order in 
a much wider sphere than a cut hand in order to bring about a 
healing of the cut hand. If you understand that your responsibil¬ 
ity always extends much wider than the immediate zone of com¬ 
motion, you never miss. If you bring order to the wute. r envir¬ 
onment you also bring it to the narrower environment. If you 
bring it into the narrow environment, you also bring it to the 
wider environment. It is a gradient scale of how much order 
you can bring. 

In processing, you have to control or direct attention, ob¬ 
jects, person, or thoughts of the injured person. If you are 
really good on the subject of assists, you will direct an addi - 
tional thing: his knowingness. You can control a man’s knowing¬ 
ness rather easily, but it is hard to see it. About the first thing 
that you can observe about somebody is his person. You are 
trying to straighten it out. Don’t think even though you have 
this person, sitting down that you have straightened it out, be¬ 
cause it is still messed up. But there is something that you 
can straighten out easily - and that is his attention. If you 
could heighten his attention and his knowingness at the same 
time, you would really be in wonderful circumstances. You al¬ 
ways shift and direct his attention, hence Locational Process¬ 
ing. If he was a Scientologist with his case in pretty good 
shape, you could run Trio with considerable success by direct¬ 
ing his attention. But you wouldn’t run Trio with the command 
"Look around the room and find somet hing you could have. " 

You should say, " You look at that chair. " " Now decide you can 
hav e it" . That is a very low order of the Terrible Trio. 

You could run the injury out in this fashion: " Look at that 
chair". " Decide the injury cannot have it" . This is directed 
attention, positively controlled. There is no permissiveness 
connected with this in any way whatsoever. 

Because he is injured you are not going to move his per - 
son around. You have got his attention. Don’t try to stiift his 
thoughts around at first because they are dispersed and chaotic. 
This leaves you his attention only. 

The above assist is quite satisfactory, but a later develop¬ 
ment in the line of assists which included the significance of 
" Keep it from going away" , is much more powerful, hi one 
case a bruise, turned utterly black, and covering this person’s 
entire hip, passed away in 45 minutes of good auditing by 
" Keeping the right hip from going away ", and then " Keeping the 
left hip from going away". 

If you run the right eye, you run the loft eye as well. If 
you run one thing, you run another. If you run his head, run 
his knees as well. The master of all these is the direction of 
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able. 


You don't run " Keep it from t^oing away 1 ' first, because 
you are partially controlling his thoughts and this is not pos - 
sible in the early stages of an assist. If someone is in terrible 
condition and he is really writhing around, and you want to 
render an assist, you don't wait until he stops writhing. He is 
liable to stop writhing dead. What you do with him is to di - 
rect his attention. You tell him to " shut your eyes and look at 
my fingers", .You press your fingers hard enough so that he 4 
cln^t help but put his attention on them. 

If you want it to come out with no bruise, then you would 
get him to a point where you can control his thoughts, which 
are chaotic enough. Have him " keep the left ankle from going 
away, the right ankle from going away, " etc. If the process 
doesn't seem to be flattening, direct his attention somewhere 
else because he is not keeping it from going away. In this wise 
you can always have a successful assist, because assists all 
come under the heading of control. The beingness of the per¬ 
son and his presence makes the control possible. So part of 
control is always presence, identity, person, the one who takes 
charge and has things under control. When you are able to con¬ 
trol his attention, his body and thoughts, then he will be in ses¬ 
sion and you are no longer doing an assist. 

Assists dominantly require that you direct the attention of 
the preclear and dispose his person one way or the other and 
eventually take over control of his thoughts on the subject. But 
by the time you have all these three in line, you are no longer 
doing an assist. 

So what you really do is do an assist up to the time the 
person can handle the incident or pain, put him in a more favor¬ 
able environment and give him auditing. So the assist is what 
you do on the street, and auditing is what you do in the audit - 
ing room when he comes to you after your assist has been suc¬ 
cessful.

This is in response to your recent request for information on 
Scie ntology. 

The Food and Drug Administration first became involved with 
Scientology ir. 1953 when the Distribution Center of the Founding 
Church of Scientology, in Washington, D. C., began selling a 
vitamin mixture called 1 'Dianozene' 1 as a preventative and treat- 
ment for radiation sickness, which at that time was much feared 
by the public as a consequence from “fall out 1 ' due to atomic 
weapons testing. In a seizure action, FDA charged that the 
medicine was falsely labeled, and some 21,000 tablets were 
destroyed by court order. 

In January 1003, u, S. Marshals acting on a court order seized 
some 200 electronic devices called "F-Heters, “ which were being 
distributed for use in the practice of Scientology. The Govern¬ 
ment charged that these devices were misbranded by false and mis¬ 
leading claims to treat effectively 70 percent of all physical 
and mental illness, and that their labeling did not bear adequate 
directions for such uses, as required by the Federal Food, Drug 
and Cosmetic Act. 

The seizure was contested and the case went to trial before a 
U. S. District Court jury on April 3, 1967. Thu trial lasted 
16 days and ended with a verdict that the devices were misbranded, 
and as provided by lav the Court condemned them. 

An appeal was filed in the U. S. Court of Appeals for the District 
of Columbia. The appellants argued that the E-Meter and its 
labeling were excused from complying with the Federal Food, Drug 
and Cosmetic Act because the Founding Church of Scientology and 
its member:’, are a religious organization. On February 5, 1969, 
the Court of Appeals ruled that since the Government had not 
refuted this argument a finding of false labeling could not be 
based on "doctrinal religious literature." At the same time the 
Court declared that even if Scientology was a religion it would

not rule that all of its literature was religious doctrine, or 
that public health laws have no application to the activities 
of a religion. A new trial 1:33 subsequently ordered and is now- 
in its preliminary stages. 

The Rood and Drug Administration believes that use of the E-Mcter 
in the practice called '‘Auditing" in Scientology is detrimental 
to public health because the device is not capable of diagnosing 
correctly or treating effectively cither physical or mental ill¬ 
ness. V’e believe it can cause great harm by improper treatment 
or causing people to neglect securing of adequate professional 
treatment. 

Several Injunction suits have been started by the Scientology 
organization to stop the Food and Drug Administration from pre¬ 
venting importation of the E-Meter devices which are made in 
England. In one of these cases the U. 5. Court of Appeals for 
the 5th Circuit has ruled that "the Government may refuse admis¬ 
sion to any ’device' offered for importation if it appears to be 
'misbranded' . . . The device is considered cu be 'misbrandcd’ 
if its labeling docs not bear adequate directions for use." The 
Court found "no infringement" of the freedom of religion under the 
Constitution. 

We hope this information will be helpful.

One of the biggest barriers to learning a new subject 
is its nomenclature, meaning the set of terms used to 
describe the things it deals with. A subject must have 
accurate labels which have exact meanings before it can be 
understood and communicated. 

If I were to describe parts of the body as “thingama- 
bobs” and “whatsernames” we would all be in a confusion, 
so the accurate naming of something is a very important 
part of any field. 

A student comes along and starts to study something 
and has a terrible time of it. Why? Because he or she not 
only has a lot of new principles and .methods to learn but a 
whole new language as well. Unless the student understands 
this, unless he or she realizes that one has to “know the 
words before one can sing the tune,” he or she is not going 
to get very far in any field of study or endeavor. 

Now 1 am going to give you an important datum: 

The only reason a person gives up a study or becomes 
confused or unable to learn is because he or she has gone 
past a word that was not understood. 

The confusion or inability to grasp or learn comes 
AFTER a word that the person did not have defined and 
understood. 

Have you ever had the experience of coming to the end 
of a page and realizing you didn’t know what you had 
read? Well, somewhere earlier on that page you went past a 
word that you had no definition for. 

Here’s an example: “It was found that when the erepus- 
cule arrived the children were quieter and when it was not 
present, they were much livelier.” You see what happens. 
You think you don’t understand the whole idea, but the 
inability to understand came entirely from the one word you 
could not define, crepuscule, which means twilight or 
darkness. 

This datum about not going past an undefined word is 
the most important fact in the whole subject of study.

Word Clearing 

There are three methods of clearing up a person’s 
confusion on words which we call word clearing. 




I The student begins with Method 
One Word Clearing, This is done in 
a counseling session using an E- 
Meter, which is a confessional aid. 
The auditor, a minister of the 
Church of Scientology, calls off a 
list of subjects. Those on which 
the person has uncertainty react 
on the E-Meter. The subject to take 
up first is chosen, and misunder¬ 
stood words in it found. 








Word Clearing 

Method 2 

Whereas Method One clears up confusions on words in past subjects, 
Method Two Word Clearing locates and clears up any words not fully 
understood on the present subject the person is studying, again with 
the aid of an E-Meter 


On the Saint Hill Special Briefing 
Course at the New American Saint 
Hill, as on all Scientology courses, 
students study in pairs (“twins**). 
They learn to word clear each 
other on study materials as they 
go along. 


These words are looked up in a 
good dictionary. The auditor skill¬ 
fully guides the person to help him 
find the earliest words misunder¬ 
stood in that subject or a similar 
subject.

Gradients in 

Study by L. Ron Hubbard 


A gradient is something that gets steeper and steeper. 

It starts out simple and gets more and more complex. 

Let's say you want to teach somebody how to swim. 
The first action might be to have them go look at a swimming 
pool. 

As you went along the actions would get more and more 
complicated. You might have them read a book on swim¬ 
ming. Then put their foot in the water. Then they might 


again until he felt very good about it, and then try and get 
him up to his waist again. (You may even have to go all the 
way back to his foot and make sure that he is certain about 
that step.) 

You can make the mistake of failing to undercut the 
gradient in the very first step. In the example above if he 
has trouble with the first step of looking at the swimming 
pool, you might have him go look at a partially full bath tub.

If the person hangs up on one of the actions you go to 
the action done just before. If he couldn’t get in up to his 
waist, then you would have him put his foot and leg in 


The point is the person must be certain about an action 
or the next ones will hang him up. If he has the slightest 
bit of confusion or uncertainty on one step, he will fall on 
his head on the next one. 

Knowing this data every student can walk with certainty. 



On courses which train students to 
use an E-Meter, drills are used to 
give the student an easy gradient 
toward becoming expert. The very 
first drill consists of just touching 
and letting go of the E-Meter 
until the student feels good about 
it. 


At many points on the checksheet, 
the student must have his twin 
give him a checkout to make sure 
he understands the material and 
can do it or apply it. When the 
student passes the checkout, his 
twin initials and dates the check- 
sheet. He now goes on to the next 
item. 



On all Scientology courses, each 
student has a checksheet which 
lists all the theory materials he is 
lo study and all the practical drills 
or applications he is to do in order 
to complete the course. Check- 
sheets are very carefully prepared 
to be on the proper gradient so the 
student does each thing in the 
order listed. 
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So, when studying written materi¬ 
al, the student uses a “demo kit,” 
short for demonstration kit,com¬ 
posed of small bits and pieces of 
things. As he reads, he demon¬ 
strates the ideas using the kit. 
What a difference! The ideas be¬ 
come more real. 


On a checkout, one of the things 
the twin does is check for ability 
to apply. The student is asked to 
use his demo kit to show his twin 
how something works and what 
happens. This ensures the student 
really knows the material and is 
not just reciting it from memory 
with no idea of its use.

Studying written material without 
any connection to the things it 
applies to makes studying difficult. 
The student has to make mental 
pictures to align the data, and 
doing this for long periods of 
time tends to make him collect 
too many of these pictures and 
make him feel heavy or even upset.

Another very thorough method 
of getting the student able to apply 
the data is called Clay Table 
Training. 

Frequently on his checksheet the 
student is asked to demonstrate 
some phenomenon in clay. 


He starts out, modeling crude clay 
figures.

His twin comes over and.takes a 
look at it when he is ready. She 
asks him no questions and he is 
not to give any explanation. She 
looks at it and says what she 
thinks it is.

As he finishes each piece, he labels 
it with a strip of paper. The stu¬ 
dent learns the difference between 
the mass of a thing and the signifi¬ 
cance of it. Each individual part is 
labeled. There is an overall label of 
what it is, but this will be turned 
face down when his twin examines 
it. 


When he is done, the student 
checks over his full demo. The clay 
must show what is being demon¬ 
strated (rather than being simply 
blobs of clay with long labels on 
them) so that a person could look 
at it and see what it is supposed to 
be. 


Doing a clay demonstration gives 
the student the proper balance of 
masses and significances and an 
exact understanding of the appli¬ 
cation of the idea. He has to apply 
the data to create the demo, and so 
retains his knowledge of it. 







Study Tapes 


It has long been the tradition in Scientology that 
any idea or theory must be applied to things ob¬ 
servably existing to be of use. However, it took 
special research to find out how to get students to 
do this, and how to get them to understand exactly 
what idea or theory was being presented without 
confusion or alteration. 

Several years ago, L. Ron Hubbard saw that this 
research needed to be done so that the materials of 
Scientology could be understood by anyone who 
studied them. 

In 1964, he delivered a series of eight fascinating 
lectures to students on the Saint Hill Special Briefing 
Course on the subject of study. These lectures, now in 
tape-recorded form, are heard by all students of 
Scientology at Saint Hill, the New American Saint 
Hill, and in Churches of Scientology all over the 
world. 

These study tapes, covering data assimilation, 
gradients and nomenclature, the evaluation of in¬ 
formation, education, study and intention, and other 
vital areas of study, are fundamental to understanding 
the methods used so successfully today in Scientology. 

There are many tapes of lectures 
given by L. Ron Hubbard on the 
Saint Hill Special Briefing Course 
checksheet.Students listen closely 
to each one. 

Our student listens very intently to the study tapes, taking brief notes. The basic principles of study become very plain as 
Ron explains them on these tapes with many amusing anecdotes. 









Practical drills are done on each 
action the student is being trained 
to do. Our student auditor does 
another E-Meter drill, coached by 
his twin. She is having him practice 
moving the parts of the E-Meter so 
that he can do so quickly and

3-Y L.hOd ilUiiaASD 


A being has a minimum of 3 flows. By "flow" is meant a direc¬ 
tional thought, energy or action. The three flows are: I.iward to 
oneself, Outward to another or others and Crossways, others to 
others. There are many more flows possible as have been much 
more fully covered in Scientology Class VI. 

Example s: 

Flow 1, to self. Drinking. 

Flow 2, self to another or others, pc giving them drinks. 

Flow 3, others to others, people giving other people drinks. 

Flow 1, to self, being hit on the nose. 

Flow 2, self to another, pc hitting somebody else on the nose. 

Flow 3, other s-othe rs, other people hitting others on the nose. 

Item Example using a proper Dianetic item, a pain in the arm. 

Flow 1, to self, receiving a pain in the arm. 

Flow 2, to anoLher, pc giving another a pain in the arm. 

Flow 3, others-others, other beings giving others a pain in 
the arm. 

Notice that the direction of the flow does NOT change the item. 
Only the direction changes. 

SINGLE ITEMS 

It will be found that a pc can run "single items" for quite a 
while. By "single" is meant "to self", flow 1. This however can 
result in a stuck flow . This is based on the fact that a flow which 
runs too long in one direction can "stick", it will not flow longer 
in that one direction. It now has to have a reverse flow run. 

Thus, one can run a single for item after item. But after many 
items are run as single flows, a pc can get stuck and run poorly. 
The answer is to run Flows No. 2 and No. 3 on the same items al¬ 
ready run in single flow.

One MUST begin with the first item and run each item on flows 
No. 2 and No. 3.

Now having begun triples, one, of course, runs all new items 
assessed in triple form.

Dianetics, including Dianetic assists, are to be run 
by Triple Flows only . Running Dianetic Singles is forbiddcn 
and if done after this date will be considered GROSS OUT 
TECH AND A TECHNIC AD AND QUALIFICATIONS HIGH 
CRIME. The reason for this is to be found in the basic 
Technology of the Overt Motivator Sequence. 

A pc who only runs motivator (done to him only) 
v.’ill worsen. You will, see him becoming more and more 
critical. He mav blow or become ill. Me will commit 
overts (harmful acts) on himself, the organization or 
others. And he will continue going downhill until you get_ 
his overts - i.e.., what he has done, 

In Dianetics the first flow, FI, is the motivator chain * 
(done to him). The other two flows, F2 and F3> are the overt 
act chains. 

Running only Singles - i.e., the motivator (done to him) 
chains could go on and on without lasting, gains and could wind 
up with a pc getting sick, committing overts or blowing. 
Therefore, the overt chains, flows 2 and 3, must also be run 
before going on the the next item. 

Dianetic pcs who have had only Dianetic Singles run in the 
past should have Flows 2 and 3 run on those items. 

The following rules are in effect: 


Each flow run is, of course, treated as a chain and is carried 
back to its basic and erasure. 

SICK PC's 


1. NEVER RUN DIANETIC SINGLES 

2. ALWAYS RUN DIANETICS BY TRIPLE FLOWS - ALWAYS 
ALWAYS. 


Pcs who do not immediately get well on Single flows must 
of course be run on the other 2 flows for each items already run^o. 
Pcs who drop back to a sick state during auditing must be run 
on the other two Hows. In actual practice where a pc does not 
get well promptly he is given medical care as he was physically 
ill. 

It's almost impossible to go wrong doing flows No. 2 and No. 3. 
There aren't any "special cases".

This is absolutely certain about triples: A PC MUST BE RUN 
ON DIANETIC TRIPLES BEFORE HE CAN BE CALLED A DIANETIC

DRUG DRYING OUT! 

by L. Ron Hubbard 


It occasionally happens that someone is still on drugs when he or 
she requires drug processing. This sets up a very rough problem. 


DRUGS PREVENT ANY CASE GAIN. 


If the person is still on drugs, processing will have little effect. 

He will not cease to be a drug addict. Ths drugs trap him. 

When the world went druggie (about I960), this problem of drying 
out became one of the first order. It was not just a problem to us. 

All pre-Scientology efforts failed-an.i had been failing for all Man's 
history. But relatively small numbers had been involved. After I960 
the problem became planet-wide. 

Our first organization to handle this was Los Angeles. They made the 
person cease to take drugs for 6 weeks, then audited the drugs out. 
Most of these cases stayed stable and thereafter had case gain and 
were no longer condemned to an eternity of disability. However, some 
were unable to stop taking drugs. 

What is called WITHDRAWAL SYMPTOMS set in. These are the body 
and mental reactions to no longer taking drugs. They are ghastly. No 
torturer ever set up anything worse. 

The patient had this problem then: 

A. Stay on drugs and be trapped and suffering from.here on out. 

B. Try to come off the drugs and be so agonizingly ill meanwhile that 
he couldn't stand it. 


This was a dead if you do, dead if you don't sort of problem. Medicine 
did not solve it adequately. Psychotherapy was impossible. Two ap¬ 
proaches now exist to this withdrawal problem. 

1. Light objective (look outward, take attention off body) processes ease 
the gradual withdrawal and make it possible.

People who have been on drugs do not make case gain until the drugs are 
handled in processing.

The primary barrier to processing is getting the person 
off drugs and keeping him off until he can be fully aud¬ 
ited.

In response to readers 
who expressed shock and 
dismay over last week’s 
story about the teenage 
girl who died from an 
overdose of drugs at a 
rock and roll concert 
here, the Press has in¬ 
terviewed a man who 
claims to have an effec¬ 
tive net.’ technique for 
combating drug addiction. 

With the exception of 
methadone to relieve the 
cravings of a heroin ad¬ 
dict. there have been few 
positive advances in drug 
prevention and cure. 

The Reverend John W. 
Elliott, senior minister 
of the Church of Scien¬ 
tology and chairman of its 
, Drug Abuse Prevention 
team, announces that a 
technique called Dianctic 
Counseling has complete¬ 
ly cured 30 out of 30per- 
sons who came to his 
group for help. 

"Dianctic Counsel- 
Cn ing," says Elliott, "is a 
fs y new technology which has 
resolved not only the 
craving for drugs, but 
also the after-effects. 
This will revolutionize 
the whole area of drug 
abuse, and the threat it 
•poses to the mental and 
physical health of the 
State.’’ 

Reverend Elliott has 
conducted an extensive 
survey of the drug abuse 
problem in Hawaii during 
The past several months. 
He has spoken at many 
community meetings 
about the problem, and 
.recently conducted a 
jlarge drug abuse seminar 
• In Honolulu with some of 
the leading authorities in 
the field on the panel. 

He related, “It was 
i first necessary to re- 
1 search why It is that a 


what happens to him when 
they become habitual. 

”Wc have- discovered 
that most people crave 
drugs as an escape from 
fears, worries, sadness 
and depression, and also 
from such unpleasant 
physical manifestations 
such as aches, pain, 
chronic tiredness, etc. 

"The drugs give a per¬ 
son a ‘high* during which 
period he feels released 
from such feelings, and 
after this experience he 
becomes less and less 
willing to come down to 
earth and face these same 
conditions again. 

"Knowing this we can 
now tackle the problem of 
addiction at root cause. 
The first step is for the 
person to undergo a thor¬ 
ough medical check-up 
and treatment for any 
physical condition or ill¬ 
ness which will respond 
to normal medical-treat¬ 
ment. After that, it is 
necessary to handle any 
psychosom.it ic illness the- 
person has." 

Elliott continued, "In 
Dianetics we are tackling- 
the root cause of a tre¬ 
mendous variety of psy¬ 
chosomatic ills. Hy re¬ 
solving them we find the 
craving for drugs dis¬ 
appears and the person 
can be simply rehabili¬ 
tated by handling the aft¬ 
er-effects of the drugs. 

"In addition, by track J 
ing down the hidden feel- 
ings of unwantedness 
which a person has prior 
to taking drugs, our tech¬ 
niques remove the reason 
for taking drugs in the 
first place. The compul¬ 
sion to go on using drugs 
Is greatly lessened, and 
the person who wishes to 


comeoff them.” 

Elliott was asked if ah 
drug users arc addicted 
by virtue of a psychoso¬ 
matic problem. 



EltlOIT 

"No," he answered. 
"With some .there Is a 
good medical reason why 
they are addicted. When 
given a medical examina¬ 
tion it may be found they 
have a broken bone, or 


dltlon which needs a med¬ 
ical cure before Dianetlc 
counseling for purely 
psychosomatic illness 
can take place." 

Elliott feels the vast 
majority of people have 
some form of psychoso¬ 
matic illness. Hay fever, 
asthma, and arthritis are 
listed in this category by 
Elliott who says that Dia¬ 
netics resolves all such 
problems, as well as a 
vast number of unwanted 
emotional feelings that 
come under the general 
heading of worry and anx¬ 
iety. 

He says that many 
young people are in "sup- 
pressed pain," adding 
"those cases which have 
been long and habitually 
on drugs and alcohol ap- 
pear anaesthetized and 
sometimes have 'nothing 
troubling them’ whereas 
they are in reality in a 
supressed condition and 
cannot cease taking 
drugs." 

■ A shortage of Dianetic 
counselors, Elliott feels, 
is the only thing that 
stands as a barrier to a 
c-weeping correction of 
drug abuse throughout the 
State. To alleviate the 
situation, training in the 
technique is being given 
free to the minister of 
any church desiring to 
take the course, and is 
available to medical 
practitioners at reduced 
rates. 

"This is a tremendous 
breakthrough in the area 
of drug abuse," said Rev¬ 
erend Elliott. "It is re¬ 
volutionary. Working in 
conjunction with the med¬ 
ical profession we can 
now, for the first time, 
guarantee an end to drug 


ual and a full rehabilita- • 
tion on his former self. In 
fact, through Dianetic 
Counseling, he emerges 
In far better shape than 
ever before." 

Despite, adverse ctiti- 
cism which has been lev¬ 
eled plentifully at Diane¬ 
tics, and Its more advanc- i 
ed technique, Scientology, 
the group has many touch¬ 
ing testimonials f rom 
drug U6er6 who have kick¬ 
ed the habit.

A few weeks ago, I received a telephone call from Mr. McMaster who now 
resides at Laguna Beach, California. He told me, among other things, 
that his life had been threatened again. We sent you a copy of my memo 
of that conversation. 

For your information, Mr. McMaster Is a cherubic looking Individual, 
soft spoken, small of frame and effeminate In his mannerisms and speech. 
Every time he has spoken to me he has mentioned that the Scientology 
people have accused him of being a homosexual, and he has averred that 
they do this in an attempt to destroy his reputation. I suspect that 
Mr. McMaster Is emotionally unstable. 

We are nofc In receipt of Reverend Milner's letter. As you can see. 
Reverend Milner says bad things about Mr. McMaster: he calls him a 
homosexual; suggests he Is a drug user; suggests that In the past he 
has been of Interest to FBI, Customs, and other regulatory bodies. All * 
or none of these allegations may or may not be so, but they would'be of ; 
little or no interest to FDA whether triue or not. We do believe that the 
Milner letter tends to confirm Mr. McMaster's statements that the 
Scientology people are "out to get him". We are not Impressed 
Reverend Milner's representation that the Intent of his letter was to 
help guide Mr. McMaster into competent professional hands. 

We have not answered or acknowledged Reverend Milner’s letter and we will 
not do so. We do not know whether the Milner letter violates any postal 
statutes, but we are referring It to you-for whatever value It may have 
to your.

This confirms our telephone conversation of October 18, 1971, concerning 
a letter we received from Reverend Terry Milner, of the Church of 
Scientology of California, Los Angeles, California, concerning Mr. -John 
McMaster. 

Mr. McMaster was the first “clear” in Scientology. His “state of clear" 
was announced by the Scientologists with much publicity, and he has 
toured much of the world as a public relations nan for Scientology. He 
broke with Scientology and its founder, L. Ron Hubbard, in 1969. 

Mr. McMaster has advised us that he never believed that Scientology is 
or was a religion. He said he had on occasion appeared on television 
programs and at public gatherings wearing a black suit and a Roman collar 
because Mr. Hubbard asked him to. To him, Scientology is a secular thing, 
a science; and whereas he has eschewed its religious overtones ho still 
practices it as an ‘’auditor". He uses the E-Meter, and he cures people; 
and he believes auditing cures people. 

I interviewed Mr. r -'cMaster in Los Angeles in December 1970, ’.'hen we were 
Preparing for the retrial of the E-Meter seizure action in the District 
of Columbia. Mr. Molester and other former greats of Scientology had 
indicated their willing less to testify for the Doveromant. For a number 
of reasons, it was decided that the Government did not need these ripple 
as witnesses. While I was in Los Angeles on that. trip, three former 
important Scientologist told me their lives had been threethened and that 
in one way or another they had been placed in .'-ecoarfy N y the Church of 
Scientology. (We have previously given details on this to Mr. Hank March 
of your office.) All three claim that they had been robbed by Church cf 
Scientology people. One was assulted personally.

As Mr. John McMaster is in communication with you, I 
am writing this letter in the hopes that you may be able to guide 
him into competent professional hands. 

Last week, a woman approached me seeking help for a 
friend of hers by the name of John McMaster. She informed me 
that Mr. McMaster appeared to her to be on the verge of a severe 
emotional and mental breakdown and that he had confided in her that 
during that week, he had placed a phone call to you making the 
following allegation: that the Church of Scientology, through the 
use of black magic, was preparing to take over the world. She 
seemed to feel that a visit by one of our Ministers might set his 
mind at rest. However, from the way she described his particular 
condition, I feel strongly that such a visit may only serve to 
upset him even further. 

As you may know, Mr. -McMaster is a homosexual and at 
this time is living with a Mr. Bon Gates and Mr. Jim Morgan in 
Laguna Beach. Mr. Ron Gates has recently been released from 
prison on charges of drug peddling. Mr. Jim Morgan is known 
to me only in that the FBI contacted me in the past relative to

a charge of desertion from the US Army and asked if I might 
know where to locate him. I was in no position to help at that 
time as I had never heard of him and he was not a member of our 
Church. 


It is my understanding that the US Customs, as well 
as California Law enforcement agencies, and the FBI, have files 
on these individuals. 

I do not know if Mr. McMaster himself has been engaged 
in the use of drugs. . However, his erratic behavior raises that 
rather obvious question. As the Public Service messages of the 
Food and Drug Administration so clearly point out, indiscriminate 
use of drugs is quite a dangerous practice; not the least of the 
danger involved is the potential loss of one's sanity. If you 
will check with any qualified psychiatrist, I am sure he will 
tell you that anyone who feels his life is being threatened by 
black magice, and the world is being taken over through the use 
of black magic, is demonstrating a mental instability of some 
magnitude. 


Although Mr. McMaster lias not been a parishioner of 
the Church for some years, I do not like to see a man suffering 
the anguish and fears he seems to be prey to.

In 
addition, the Government's complaint charged these devices were 
misbranded because the labeling did not contain adequate directions 
for safo and effective use for the diseases and conditions for 
which they wore offered. The case was tried before a jury in 
April 1967* and the devices were condemned by the court. The 
claimants appealed and the Circuit Court ordered a new trial. The 
retrial of thin case was hold June 7-10* 1971, and the judge found 
the seized articles olsbranded as charged and ordered them condemned. 

We believe you will find interesting the enclosed copy of the opinion 
filed by the judge la this last case and also a copy of his September 29, 
1971 order of condemnation.

Dear Commissioner Edwards, 

I graduated from the School of Pharmacy at Washington State 
University in 1947, following which I was an instructor in 
the Pharmacy Department for one year. There have followed 
twenty-three years of active life in Pharmacy, both retail 
and hospital. I was a part-owner of Cornwell's Drive-In 
Pharmacy in Vancouver, Washington for three years and have 
worked there off and on ever since. Between 1965 and 1968 
I was both Chief Pharmacist and Purchasing Agent for Clark 
County Hospital. I have held several offices in the Southern 
Washington Pharmaceutical Association and am a past president 
of that group. Currently I am running for Position One on 
the Board of Managers for the Washington State Pharmacy 
Association. 

More and more I am being asked to be the voice of Pharmacy 
in my area and so I am going through a period of introspection 
on the present scene of my profession. I am appalled by the 
number of samples still floating around the Doctors' offices 
for all levels of personnel to peruse; at the 'wide-open* 
drug rooms in many small'hospitals and nursing homes across 
the country; at the quantities of stimulants and depressants 
consumed by the solid citizens because they are 'legitimately' 
prescribed. 

The drug scene in America has become so insidiously prevalent 
that our populace contemplates the legalization of marijuana 
or the giving of amphetamines to school children as though 
they were the same thing as a hair style or a mini skirtl 

We all worked very hard to inventory our HR-2 drugs believing 
a step in the right direction had been taken only to discover 
that the end product of our work was put in our own file 
drawers and went nowherel Another law had been passed that 
had no possibility of being inforced. Our drug lawa are in 
such sui entanglement that some bright person should light a 
match to the works and start from scratch. 
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With the Federal funds and manpower available to the FDA 
the American public should not be left wondering if it is 
safe to eat the food in the super market. There should be 
no fear of mutating the species by chromosome-damaging 
drugs. Yet Chloramphenicol had practically become the anti¬ 
biotic of choice’until Parke Davis’ franchise on Chloromycetin 
ran out at which time the long known probability of blood 
dyscrasias was openly revealed. 

With the glaring outnesses in areas of your jurisdiction it 
is beyond my credulity to understand why the FDA ever attacked 
a minority religious group. I am refering to the law suits 
against Scientology. Iam well informed on this religious 
philosophy and believe it is based entirely on sanity and 
spiritual reality and I know that its purpose and interest 
couldn’t be farther from your area of responsibility. 

In short, as a Pharmacist, I will be grateful when the gross 
inequities in human consumption of foods and drugs have your 
full attention. As a student of religion and philosophy, I 
maintain that America must always be a safe place for religious 
and spiritual growth if we are going to have a future at all.' 

Please realize that the person seeking spiritual enlightenment 
is not dangerous but is rather the stable datum in a very 
uncertain world today. The danger is the 'zombie 1 mind, the 
damaged brain, the chemically poisoned body. This is your 
area. I will continue to work, lecture and write. I want to 
feel that you are behind me. It is my sincere hope that you 
will concentrate on perfoeming the functions for which the 
FDA was created and that you will desist posing as a threat 
to any religious endeavor, as that is not the area of your 
intended jurisdiction. You have much work to do and I and 
my colleagues will help you, so let's get on with it.

Hr. HcMaaters related an incident'one Alex Slberskl. Ibis 
Individual headed the Bureau of Scientology, which served as the land 
base for the Sea Organisation. Hr. Slberskl received List 10 auditing 
(removes all insanities) from L. Bon Hubbard, Sr., and promptly brought 
In $1% million for Scientology In the subsequent two weeks. He then 
received List 11 auditing. Subsequent to this, the Bureau encountered 
financial difficulties (checks bounced) and Hr. Slbersklreturned to the 
ship where he was forced to walk the plank and spend time In the chain 
locker.

This Is in response to your recent request for information concerning 
the Founding Church of Scientology. 

The Food and Drug Administration first became involved with * -■ 
Scientology in 1958 when the Distribution Center of the Founding 
Church of Scientology, in Washington, D. C., began selling a ■ 

vitamin mixture called "Dianozene" as a preventative and treat- 
ment for radiation sickness, which at that time was much feared* . - /«- 
by the public as a consequence from "fall out" due to atomic 
weapons testing. In a seizure action, FDA charged that the 
medicine was falsely labeled, and some 21,000 tablets were .. 
destroyed by court order. ' ^ ‘ 

In January 1963, U. S. Marshals acting on a court order seized 
some 200 electronic devices called "E-Meters," which were being 
distributed for use in the practice of Scientology. The Govern¬ 
ment charged that these devices were misbranded by false and mis¬ 
leading claims to treat effectively 70 percent of all physical 
and mental illness, and that their labeling did not bear adequate 
directions for such uses, as required by the Federal Food, Drug 
and Cosmetic Act. 

The seizure was contested and the case went to trial before a 
U. S. District Court jury on April 3, 1967. The trial lasted 
16 days and ended with a verdict that the devices were misbranded, 
and as provided by law the Court condemned them. 

An appeal was filed in the U. S. Court of Appeals for the District 
of Columbia. The appellants argued that the E-Meter and its 
labeling were excused from complying with the Federal Food, Drug 
and Cosmetic Act because the Founding Church of Scientology and 
its members are a religious organization. On February 5, 1969, 
the Court of Appeals ruled that since the Government had not 
refuted this argument a finding of false labeling could not be

based on ’doctrinal religious literature." At the same time the 
Court declared that even if Scientology was a religion it would 
not rule that all of its literature was religious doctrine, or 
that public health laws have no application to the activities 
of a religion. A new trial was subsequently ordered and is now 
in its preliminary stages. 

The Food and Drug Administration believes that use of the E-Meter 
in the practice called "Auditing" in Scientology is detrimental 
to public health because the device is not capable of diagnosing 
correctly or treating effectively either physical or mental ill-' 
ness. We believe it can cause great harm by improper treatment 
or causing people to neglect securing of adequate professional 
treatment. 

Several injunction suits have been started by the Scientology 
organization to stop the Food and Drug Administration from pre¬ 
venting importation of the E-Meter devices which are made in 
England. In one of these cases the U. S. Court of Appeals for * 

the 9th Circuit has ruled that "tho Government may refuse admis¬ 
sion to any ’device’ offered for importation if it appears to be 
'misbranded* . . . The device is considered to be ’misbranded* 
if its labeling does not bear adequate directions for use." The 
Court found "no infringement" of the freedom of religion under the 
Constitution. 

We hope this information will be helpful.

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NAVY'S MICROWAVE SLEUTH FINDS 
RADAR HAZARD, LOSES HIS JOB 

A doctor who has been crusading for better protection 
against the dangers of microwave radiation has abruptly lost 
his research contract with the Navy, presumably because he 
discovered that radar can harm the people who operate it. 

In the course of his work for the Navy, Dr. Milton M. 
Zaret, a respected eye surgeon and microwave scientist, ex¬ 
posed 16 macaque monkeys to daily or weekly microwave 
doses from a military radar set. Five died, 3 of them after 
being exposed to no greater radiation than U.S. servicemen 
face under present standards. Eight control monkeys weren't 
exposed to the microwaves; they remained healthy. 

When the Navy learned of the deaths, it notified Dr. 
Zaret last February that his contract was being terminated (a 
year ahead of time) because of "the limitations in our present 
research budgets." Dr. Zaret begged the Navy to at least keep 
the surviving monkeys under observation (for years, if neces¬ 
sary) in order to spot any long-range effects such as eye cata¬ 
racts. But his request was turned down, suggesting that the 
Navy.would rather quietly abandon the whole project than 
possibly have to junk or redesign expensive equipment (and 
retrain skilled technicians). 

The doctor has been questioning the safety of micro- 
waves - whether from ground and airborne radar, communica¬ 
tions equipment, or household microwave ovens — for a long 
time. As he told a microwave conference at the Walter Reed 
Army Institute of Research, at least 10% of the workers ex¬ 
posed to excessive microwave radiation for long periods devel¬ 
op cataracts. And tumors, gland disorders and death might 
also result, he said. 

"That microwave ovens are manufactured to stringent 
safety standards does not make them harmless," Dr. Zaret 
contended in a letter to the A.M.A. Journal (July 26, 1971). ' 
"Although these appliances have been used since 1950 without 
reported injuries, recently it has been discovered that the ini¬ 
tial signs of microwave cataract are asymptomatic and may 
not appear until years after the exposure has occurred. Before 
accepting the idea that no injuries are attributable from ovens, 
we should be given evidence that specific types of microwave 
injury were sought and found to be absent." 

Noting that he has already isolated 42 certain cases of 
microwave-caused cataracts, Dr. Zaret questioned why micro- 
wave exposure standards set by the U.S. government are 100 
times less stringent than in the Soviet Union. 

' While some industries limit occupational microwave ex¬ 
posure to one milliwatt per square centimeter (M.S.C.), micro- 
wave ovens in the home are permitted to leak much more radi¬ 
ation. "I think it's ludicrous," Dr. Zaret told Health Bulletin, 
"for the young healthy adult man who happens to work for 
Bell Labs to be exposed to just 1 M.S.C. on the job while his 
family at home, assuming they own a microwave oven, can be 
exposed to 5 M.S.C. (the government standard) or more. It 
just doesn't make sense." 


MEAT INSPECTION CORRUPTION EXPOSED 

Because of "massive inertia" on the part of the Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture and industry power to "corrupt and intim¬ 
idate" federal inspectors, there is no assurance and little likeli¬ 
hood that the meat and poultry reaching American markets is 
safe to eat, an associate of Ralph Nader's Center for the Study 
of Responsive Law charges. In his book, Sowing the Wind, 
which will be published in November, Harrison Wellford re¬ 
ports that although a recent government survey of red meat 
plants found 36 of 40 were processing meat "under insanitary 
conditions," USDAand its Consumer and Marketing Service 
(CMS) in particular have yet to lift a finger or so much as 
threaten remedial action. 

Part of the problem rests with the meat inspectors. "To 
win over inspectors," Wellford writes, "plant managements 
have cajoled them with direct bribes such as contributions in 
kind (all the chicken or steak he can eat) and extra overtime, 
and deferred bribes such as promises of future employment. 
They have intimidated them with verbal abuse, threats to use 
influence in Washington to have them transferred, investiga¬ 
tions of their personal life, and threats of violence." 

The inspector who perseveres and conscientiously tries 
to do his job is in for a rude awakening, according to Wellford; 
"The single most corrupting force in federal meat inspection is 
the failure of the meat bureaucracy in Washington to back the 
inspectors up in disputes with plant management. Even when 
repeatedly warned by its inspectors in their official reports, 
the CMS has permitted grossly insanitary conditions to exist 
for years." In fact, he notes, "CMS responds far more quickly 
to the plant's complaints about the inspectors than to the in¬ 
spector's complaints about the plant." 

Wellford's still-unpublished book also takes aim at 
USDA's tolerant policy on additives in meat. As he sees it, the 
result is a situation where the consumer can't be sure what he's 
buying and eating: "Now seasoning agents, preservatives, and 
coloring agents serve as cosmetics to effectively mask the true 
condition of meat products. The use of cheap fillers and addi¬ 
tives, such as water, cereal, and fat, unless carefully controlled, 
give the consumer less and less meat for his dollar. Meat pack¬ 
ers using antibiotics, preservatives, and seasoning agents and 
other additives banned under Federal Law. . . (have) more 
than enough chemical ingenuity to mask the odor of decaying 
meat." 

Sodium nitrite, suspected of forming carcinogenic com¬ 
pounds in the stomach, is one additive Wellford and other con¬ 
cerned critics would like to see removed. "If the cosmetic uses 
of nitrite as a color fixative were banned, its presence in meat 
products could be reduced by 90-95%, even if an alternative 
preservative is not available," he writes. 

Sowing the Wind also takes a pot shot at USDA's micro¬ 
biological contamination stance, which according to Wellford 
is more like a slump. There is no regular monitoring of salmo¬ 
nella or other contaminants in U.S. meat and poultry plants, 
he says. Instead, "the only person who checks bacteria counts 
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in most meat plants is a local health official who comes around 
once a year." 

VIOLATOR STILL SHIPPING MEAT 

Just how hollow the Department of Agriculture's guar¬ 
antee of meat wholesomeness can be was demonstrated early 
in August. A New York City meat wholesaler — Feldman Veal 
Corporation — was convicted in Federal Court of shipping un¬ 
inspected veal with forged government inspection stamps. Al¬ 
though it was the fourth such conviction in 20 years ( in 1969 
the owners were found guilty of selling inferior meat to the 
U.S. Military Academy at West Point), the firm was simply 
fined $13,000 — not even enough to cover the cost of prose¬ 
cuting the case. 

No attempt was made to shut the plant, once described 
by Assistant U.S. Attorney Leonard M. Markes as "the worst 
violator of Department of Agriculture regulations in the East." 
According to Marvin Rosen, USDA regional inspector general, 
the agency has no authority to close down any plant; it can 
merely withdraw federal inspection services. And since such 
suspension hinges on the finding of unsanitary conditions — 
rather than the shipping of uninspected meat — the New York 
firm has nothing to worry about. 

WHY DRUG AD WATCHDOGS NEVER BARK 

You may be aware that the National Association of 
Broadcasters Code Authority has a science advisory panel to 
review TV ads, but what do you suppose these experts actually 
do? Apparently, they are asking themselves the same question! 

Dr. Murray Dworetzky, an allergy and asthma specialist, 
recently resigned from the board "because I felt like a damn 
idiot serving as a volunteer with an organization t never heard 
from." Dr. Dworetzky told Advertising Age (August 2, 1971) 
that he actually had forgotten he had agreed to consult with 
the NAB censors on claims for over-the-counter drugs, since, 
to the best of his recollection, he had not been called to duty 
at all during the five or six years he "served" on the advisory 
panel. 

In fact, Dr. Dworetzky said he didn't even know the 
names of his fellow panelists — "15 guys in an iron mask" — 
until he read a list in a recent edition of Advertising Age. Rec¬ 
ognizing the name of a friend, he called only to find this doc¬ 
tor had quit the panel a few years back after advice he had 
given on an objectionable commercial was ignored completely. 

Dr. Dworetzky realized he was on the board when he re¬ 
ceived a letter from a Washington resident, asking how often 
the group met, how it functioned, and what its purpose was. 
"It's hysterical," he said. "It was only then that I realized 
that the panel that I as a public-spirited citizen had agreed to 
help had never once called on me for advice of any sort." 

Why hadn't Dr. Dworetzky been consulted? According 
to Code Director Stockton Helffrich, there wasn't much need 
for evaluation of allergy product commercials. "Now isn't 
that a ridiculous thing," Dr. Dworetzky countered. "What 
about Allerest, Dristan and all the others I see on television?" 


POTOMAC WATER TOO DIRTY TO TOUCH 

Washington, D.C., carries perhaps the world's heaviest 
burden of effluent — not only in speeches by its Congressmen 1 
and public officials, but also pouring in the form of raw, un¬ 
treated sewage into the Potomac River, its tributaries, and 
ultimately the Atlantic Ocean. And while such discharges may 
not be a crime, it may soon be a crime in every sense of the 
word to swim in these polluted waters. Or wade. Or splash. 

Or water ski. Or even let the family pet jump in to cool off. 

Earlier this month, City Council of the nation's capital 
tentatively approved a health measure that would ban all these 
water activities in Washington's sewage-laden rivers and streams. 
Violation would be a criminal act, subject to fines up to $300 
and/or a jail sentence up to 10 days. 

This stringent legislation was advanced because of the 
growing concern that the streams' fecal bacteria and viruses 
constitute a grave public health hazard. Sponsor of the bill, 
Councilman Henry K. Willard II, calls the city's waterways 
"our single most dismat environmental failure," and states; 

"If every drop of water that flowed into our streams and rivers 
were crystal clear and pure, it would take as long as a genera¬ 
tion for the Potomac to cleanse itself of sludge (fecal material) 
and restore its environmental systems.” 

Willard's ban originally included fishing, but this provi¬ 
sion was dropped. Arguing in favor of letting the people fish, 
one councilman pointed out: "Many people in the inner city 
have fishing as their only recreation and fish compose much of 
their diet." However, he failed to explain how impoverished 
residents would stand to benefit from a diet relying heavily on 
tainted fish caught in their polluted "backyard.” 

As scientists have noted, eating fish from these waters is 
a serious risk to health. Fish has to be very much overcooked, 
federal virologist Dr. Gerald Berg points out, in order to kill 
the viruses and bacteria. 

DRUG USE BY ATHLETES CONDEMNED 

Athletes who need to be stimulated before they can com¬ 
pete should be benched, not drugged. Dr. Robert D. Mercer of 
the department of pediatrics at the Cleveland Clinic told a sym¬ 
posium on sports medicine in that city last month. Coaches 
and trainers are risking the health of their young athletes when 
they administer, or encourage the use of, anabolic steroids, 
amphetamines and other "magic potions" that supposedly in¬ 
crease muscular strength and endurance, he said. 

In most cases, he added, the dangerous drugs have no ef¬ 
fect on performance, but they produce toxic side effects, some 
of which have been linked to deaths during competition. 

In condemning the use of hormonal steroids, Dr. Mercer 
said that while controlled tests have shown no evidence that 
they actually improved athletic performance, the serious risks 
involved in their use are well known. In young boys they ac¬ 
celerate premature growth that results in stunted growth later 
on, "Testosterone given to healthy young adult males is with¬ 
out beneficial effect except in the eunuch," he said, warning 
that large doses of steroids can cause atrophy of normal testi¬ 
cles as well as water retention leading to liver damage and 
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jaundice. Women athletes who take testosterone are suscep¬ 
tible to masculinization, including baldness, he added. 

Amphetamine, dexedrine and methamphetamine, also 
used as part of the current, dangerous fad, are toxic and ad¬ 
dicting. While tests on amphetamine sulfate have shown con- 
tniTHTtnn i ffrrtrntrTittiIntlr prrrfnnTiniiriT <1iiTMniHnnT nfr^ 
its toxicity include restlessness, dizziness, weakness, hyper¬ 
tension and circulatory collapse. Psychiatric symptoms such 
as paranoia, assaultiveness, hallucination and both suicidal and 
homicidal tendencies have also been-reported. 

"None of these," remarked Dr. Mercer, "seem very 
happy effects for the athlete in competition." 

Sympathomimetic drugs, which increase heart rate and 
blood pressure in order to pump extra amounts of blood to 
the muscles, have been implicated in the deaths of four cyclists 
who collapsed while racing, he said. 

USDA ASSURANCES CAN'T REDEEM 
TAINTED CHICKEN, CRITIC SAYS 

Because federal regulators did too little too late in re¬ 
sponding to a recent episode of chicken feed contamination, 
no one knows for sure just how much of the pollutant — a 
toxic, DDT-like industrial chemical — was present in chicken 
products consumed over the last few months, a House Com¬ 
merce subcommittee was told early in August. Although fish 
meal processed at the East Coast Terminal, Inc,, Wilmington, 
N.C., was accidentally being contaminated with polychlori¬ 
nated biphenyls (PCBs) since April 30, the Department of 
Agriculture was ignorant of the situation until late last month, 
Peter Schuck of the Center for the Study of Responsive Law 
testified. By that time hundreds of thousands of chickens had 
eaten the meal and been sent to market. (One broiler produc¬ 
er, Holly Farms of Wilkesboro, N.C., discovered the contami¬ 
nation and killed 77,000 birds.) 

Ridiculing USDA assurances that the tainted chickens 
were without exception safe to eat, Schuck noted that when 
the agency finally speaks, "it speaks with optimism." Yet, he 
said, "this glowing statement" was made less than 3 days after 
serious testing began, on-the basis of only 100 samples and 
without systematic testing of processed chicken products such 
as frozen foods, TV dinners, pot pies and chicken soup. And 
because the tests involved no birds slaughtered before July 23, 
the safety of chickens already on the market remained in 
doubt, he said. 

Trying to determine if eggs and egg products had also 
been checked, Schuck said that initially he got the run-around 
from a USDA official: "Getting down to cases, he informed 
me that he was 'not particularly concerned' about PCB con¬ 
tamination because FDA had carried on an egg inspection pro¬ 
gram during fiscal 1971 and had found no excessive PCB resi¬ 
dues. A grand, nationwide annual total of 100 samples were 
taken under this program. Not only does this sampling consti¬ 
tute an infinitesimal proportion of the approximately 70 billion 
eggs produced in the U.S. each year, but it has very little to do 
with assessing the special risks arising from the PCB contami¬ 
nation unleashed at East Coast Terminals." 

USDA's lack of concern was perhaps best typified by 
Dr. Clayton Yeutter, chief of the agency’s Consumer and Mar¬ 
keting Survey, who told reporters, "It is not worthwhile to 
worn/ the consumer now about something he ate a few weeks 
ago." 

EXERCISE PAYS OFF FOR DIABETICS 

With regular exercise, symptoms of diabetes mellitus 


often disappear, particularly among maturity-onset diabetics 
who develop light to moderate cases of the disease in middle 
age, a South African physician reported recently. Dr. F.J. 

Buys, a lecturer in physical education at Potchefstroom Uni¬ 
versity, Transvaal, exercised 8 diabetic patients for a period 
of 8 months—4 sessions

and insulin response were performed monthly. 

After 8 months, all but one of the patients had lost all 
symptoms of diabetes. Dr. Buys said. Glucose tolerance tests 
were normal in 7 of the exercisers. In fact, 2 patients who 
had been taking phenformin, a drug used in diabetes treat¬ 
ment, were able to discontinue its use and still retain normal 
glucose tolerance. A pleasant side effect was also noted by 
Dr. Buys: Although the diabetics ate more during the exercise 
phase, they all were able to lose weight. 

RESTAURANTS FLUNK HEALTH CHECK 

If diners were aware of what goes on in the kitchens of 
many restaurants (including the most famous), dining out 
might not be considered the luxury it is. Testifying late in 
July before the House Government Operations Special Studies 
Subcommittee, which has been looking into supervision of 
Washington, D.C., food-handlers, a waiter told of the seamier 
side of restaurants. 

B. E. Ferguson, a volunteer witness before the subcom¬ 
mittee, told of various incidents of unsanitary conditions. 

During a Christmas party at a downtown hotel, he said, a bus- 
boy dropped a load of rolls on the kitchen floor. While waiters 
and employees wondered what to do, the head waiter entered, 
placed the rolls in baskets and served them to the unwitting 
guests. 

Ferguson also told of dirty food trays, utensils and table¬ 
ware; unsanitary bathroom conditions (no soap for employees 
to wash their hands); and unsafe conditions in the kitchens of 
various Washington eating places. He attributed the fact that 
"we haven't had any epidemics" to the "toughness" of the 
"average customer's" digestive tract. 

Health inspectors seldom catch such violations because, 
according to D.C. Food and Drug Bureau testimony, almost 
no inspections are made after the department's 4:45 quitting 
time or on weekends and holidays. And as Ferguson pointed 
out, these are the times — when the traffic is heaviest — when 
most violations occur. 

Similar conditions, including improper dishwashing and 
sterilizing, insect and rodent contamination, hazardous tem¬ 
peratures (food not kept hot or cold enough), and improper 
garbage management turned up earlier in the summer in New 
York City. A special task force of city health department 
investigators uncovered 1,705 major health violations in a 7- 
month survey of 845 Manhattan restaurants. "That's simply 
unacceptable," commented Paul J. Elston, deputy assistant 
health commissioner. "We need tougher enforcement." 

Just how much tougher was indicated by the fact that 
86% of the establishments were found to be in violation of the 
city's Health Code at the time of the initial inspection. Worst 
of all, a second, follow-up inspection 6 months later revealed 
that 67% still had violations. When a second warning still fail¬ 
ed to bring results in 183 cases, owners were summoned to 
court — a tactic so "drastic" it was resorted to in only 2% of 
all violation cases in the city in 1970. And even then, 88% of 
the owners involved were merely fined an average of $41.70 
for jeopardizing their patrons' health, leading some critics to 
propose that the city adopt a publicly-displayed "scorecard" 
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system to grade restaurants A, B, C or D, depending on how 
conscientiously they comply with the code, 
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Inhaled in excess, propellant gases in many aerosol prod¬ 
ucts have "the potential... to produce sudden and unexpected 
death," yet neither the industry nor the Food and Drug Ad¬ 
ministration is taking adequate steps to warn the public. Con¬ 
gressman Fred B. Rooney (D-Pa.) charged July 20. (Even in 
normal daily use, certain spray deodorants have been linked 
with lung damage in an Army study.) 

Many of the more than 300 types of aerosol products on 
the market, including lipstick-size mouth sprays, utilize a pro¬ 
pellant, Freon 12, which has been associated with light-headed- 
ness in children and implicated "as the cause of a number of 
deaths," Rooney said on the floor of the House of 
Representatives. 

Noting that, according to the FDA’s own figures, more 
than 100 youths have died from deliberate aerosol sniffing 
since 1967, he berated the agency for its failure to act. "As 
early as 1969," he said, "I asked the FDA to consider requiring 
that aerosol dispensers carry an appropriate warning on their 
label to alert users ... FDA rejected the suggestion." 

A voluntary "education" program on the part of indus¬ 
try isn't enough, Rooney said, adding that "the $5 billion-a- 
year industry's expenditure of only $100,000 to educate con¬ 
sumers about the hazards of aerosol propellants is almost a 
certain guarantee that the vast majority of consumers will 
never learn of the hazards." 

Aerosol containers that explode at high temperatures 
also pose a threat. But industry has the solution at its finger¬ 
tips and chooses to ignore it, according to Rooney. "As a mat¬ 
ter of interest," he said, "the Cornell Aeronautical Laboratory, 
Buffalo, N.Y., reported last year that aerosol containers could 
be equipped with a safety device to prevent explosions at a 
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cost of a penny a can, although markup might raise that figure 1 
to 5 cents to the consumer."

An overdependence by the elderly on laxatives of in¬ 
creasing harshness, often spurred by an obsession with main¬ 
taining daily bowel movements, can result in permanent dam¬ 
age to the colon, says a University of Chicago gastroenterolo¬ 
gist. Dr. Joseph B. Kirsner told this year's annual meeting of 
the American Geriatric Society that harsh cathartics can make 
a person lose the normal post-breakfast reflex or urge for 
elimination, and make it difficult—or impossible—to reestab¬ 
lish normal bowel movement. 

With most people, he said, there is no consistent altera¬ 
tion of bowel frequency with advancing age, yet people over 
70 take laxatives twice as frequently as people aged 40 to 50, 
apparently because they have convinced themselves that only 
a daily movement can be considered "normal." 

Instead of fussing over a missed day, older people should 
drink more liquids, eat fruits and vegetables, and stop over¬ 
dosing with medications such as calcium carbonate antacids 
that can cause constipation in the first place. Dr. Kirsner said. 

NO CAVITIES IN THE STONE AGE? 

When 3 tribesmen from an isolated tribe were discovered 
recently in the Philippine rain forests, the dentist who exam¬ 
ined their mouths got quite a surprise. Although their teeth 
were filed and blackened, not one of the men had a single 
cavity! Two of the men had full sets of perfect teeth, while 
the third had lost 5 teeth because of pyorrhea, a gum disease, 

"It must be their diet," said Dr. Norton J. Winters, an 
American dentist practicing in Manila. He noted that the prim¬ 
itive trio subsisted on a simple diet of wild roots, small animals 
and the pith of palm trees. They told him they had never 
tasted sugar, salt, corn or rice. 

But neighboring tribes — accustomed to a more civilized 
diet of refined foods - have "plenty of cavities," Dr. Winters 
observed. 
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IRON-FORTIFIED BISCUITS FLOP 

A dietary iron supplement in the form of a highly forti¬ 
fied biscuit has proved worthless in protecting Canadian child¬ 
ren from iron-deficiency anemia — demonstrating once again 
that it is the availability of the ingested iron, rather than sheer 
quantity of intake, that matters. 

Noting that "Iron-deficiency anemia has been declared a 
major nutritional problem in Canada by the Canadian Council 
on Nutrition,” 5 researchers from the University of Toronto's 
Department of Nutrition and the City of Toronto's Depart¬ 
ment of Public Health decided to screen 252 city infants for 
possible anemia. The study, conducted at 7 child health cen¬ 
ters located in areas representing all income levels, was aimed 
at infants between the ages of 6 and 18 months. They found 
that almost one child in 3 (29%) had hemoglobin levels low 
enough to dictate medical referral (Canadian Medical Associa¬ 
tion Journal, August 7, 1971). 

The biggest surprise came when they checked the blood 
of infants receiving an iron-enriched biscuit daily (about 20% 
of the group). Despite the fact that these children had a daily 
iron intake of 14 milligrams — compared to an average of just 
9 mg. for the group as a whole — the incidence of low hemo¬ 
globin levels was much greater (42% vs. 26% among those not 
receiving the biscuit). 

As the researchers pointed out, the utilization of dietary 
iron by the body depends on a complex array of factors: the 
food in which the iron is incorporated, the form of the iron 
itself, the degree of gastric acidity and, significantly, the simul¬ 
taneous presence of vitamin C and the B vitamins. (Some 
forms of inorganic iron may do more harm than good. As 
California nutritional authority Adelle Davis has noted, such 
compounds — by destroying the body's vitamin E stores — can 
cause, rather than prevent, anemia.) Thus so-called iron forti¬ 
fication in the form of enriched white bread, etc., is no guar¬ 
antee that a person's daily iron requirements are being met. 

Of course, any discussion of iron absorption is irrelevant 
if the foods involved are totally devoid of the mineral. As the 
Canadian team noted, "Although 82% of the infants were 
bottle-fed, none were receiving a formula preparation fortified 
with iron." And further questioning in the home revealed that 
"The mothers' knowledge of dietary iron sources appeared to 
be limited. When asked 'What foods containing iron does your 
child receive?’ 44% replied that they did not know. Only 21% 
could list correct iron sources." 

. Until science hits upon a foolproof method of artificial 
iron fortification (if that day ever comes), mothers would best 
be advised to rely on naturally iron-rich foods such as beef 
liver and other organ meats, kidney beans, eggs and parsley. 

ANIMALS THAT EAT LESS, LIVE LONGER 

Is it possible that in this land of abundance, Americans 
might live longer and healthier lives by deliberately eating like 
paupers? A scientist at the UCLA School of Medicine can’t 


answer that question with an unqualified "yes," but as he told 
the First International Congress of Immunology in Washington, 
D.C., August 3, rats, mice and fish live longer when their life¬ 
time food intake is cut sharply, and they seem less likely to 
get cancer. Asked if the same might possibly apply to humans. 
Dr: Roy L. Walford said, "Yes, it does, but you should start 
when you are very young. The effect is less pronounced when 
you start in maturity." 

When Dr. Walford placed just-weaned rats and mice on a 
reduced diet with just one-third the normal calories (but con¬ 
taining full doses of vitamins, minerals and other essential nu¬ 
triments — including amino acids), the animals lived 50 to 
100% longer than the normal 2 to 3 year span. And they de¬ 
veloped 10 to 60% fewer cancers than supposedly better-fed 
animals — a result he attributed to some unidentified effect of 
the diet on the creatures' immunologic systems. 

Suggesting a possible lesson for humans. Dr. Walford 
noted that "we overfeed children" with the wrong foods, par¬ 
ticularly with so-called "energy foods" including ice cream, 
chocolate and sugary breakfast cereals. A nutrition-wise per¬ 
son could live on just one-third his usual food intake, provided 
he didn't skimp on vitamins, minerals and protein, the doctor 
concluded. 

ANTACIDS CAN COMPLICATE ULCER CARE 

Antacids, heralded by TV commercials as the answer to 
over indulgence at the dinner table, and eaten like candy after 
e/ery meal by a great number of ulcer patients and others 
hoping to relieve chronic "acid indigestion," can cause mineral 
imbalances in the body that result in a wide range of serious 
side effects. 

Harry N. Hoffman, M.D., of the Mayo Clinic and Mayo 
Foundation, Rochester, Minn., reported in the August issue of 
Minnesota Medicine that recent investigations have shown that 
persons taking a calcium carbonate preparation to relieve acid¬ 
ity often experience instead a delayed reaction of increased 
gastric secretion called "acid rebound." He added that up to 
20% of persons who regularly take calcium carbonate develop 
an excessive quantity of calcium in their blood. The problem 
is compounded by the fact that many ulcer patients are al¬ 
ready getting more than enough calcium from the excessive 
amounts of milk their doctors order them to drink. 

On the other side of the fence are those persons who 
cannot tolerate milk, but are taking aluminum hydroxide ant¬ 
acids that rob the body of phosphorus. Such a person may be 
placed on a low-calcium diet (also low in phosphorus) by his 
doctor, and consequently suffer phosphorus depletion with its 
attendant weakness, loss of appetite, and bone pain if he con¬ 
tinues to take the antacid. In at least one instance,'overt osteo¬ 
malacia (bone softening) has resulted. "The production of a 
phosphorus-depletion syndrome in man is probably one of the 
least recognized consequences of antacid therapy," Dr. Hoff¬ 
man said. 
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Aluminum hydroxide preparations often result in con¬ 
stipation, he continued, while magnesium compounds are like¬ 
ly to induce diarrhea. The latter antacids, taken by a person 
who has kidney malfunction, may result in magnesium tox¬ 
icity involving impairment of nerves, muscles and even the 
heart. And many antacids contain so much salt that, if taken 
under conditions in which sodium retention is already occur¬ 
ring, the body tissues may accumulate an undesirable amount 
of fluid, he warned. 

"Other side-effects of antacid therapy," said Dr. Hoff¬ 
man, "have been the formation of intestinal casts or impac¬ 
tions of blood and antacid when the latter was used vigorously 
in the medical treatment of hemorrhage from duodenal ulcer. 
Obstruction of the small intestine from a mass of proprietary 
antacid tablets — still recognizable and undissolved in the 
bowel lumen — has occurred." 

"Just as the use of an insecticide, weed killer, or agricul¬ 
tural fertilizer, or the dumping of industrial wastes into a 
stream can have far-reaching consequences," he cautioned, "so 
can virtually every therapeutic agent administered by physi¬ 
cians have its untoward consequences, including the use of 
seemingly innocuous antacids. . 

"PREEMIES'' GET HELP FROM VITAMIN C 

Up until now, low birth weight, premature infants who 
develop amino acid abnormalities have found themselves in a 
special bind: The very diet "preemies" need the most — one 
high in protein — exacerbates the condition. But 3 researchers 
in the Department of Pediatrics, Meharry Medical College, 
Nashville, Tenn., have found a solution: Vitamin C helps re¬ 
turn amino acid levels to normal quickly, and permits the in¬ 
fants to tolerate a high-protein diet. 

Excessively high levels of tyrosine and phenylalanine (2 
amino acids) in the blood are especially common among pre¬ 
mature Negro babies, M. L. Watkins, Ph.D., E. Perry Crump, 
M.D., and Saburo Hara, M.D., noted recently in the Journal of 
the National Medical Association, the result of enzymatic defi¬ 
ciencies, such imbalances may cause moderate to severe mental 
retardation if not corrected quickly. 

Taking their cue from earlier investigators who reported 
that daily administration of 100 milligrams of ascorbic acid 
(vitamin C) could reverse the condition, the trio decided to 
test the vitamin with a group of 50 black infants. They found 
that 1 or 2 intramuscular injections of 100 milligrams of ascor¬ 
bic acid during the first week of life reduced elevated amino 
acid levels "almost immediately," even when the babies were 
placed on high-protein diets. Without such treatment, it might 
take as long as 8 weeks for serum tyrosine levels to drop to 
normal, they noted, and the infants' developing nervous sys¬ 
tems could be harmed in the meantime. 

ASBESTOS FIBRES IN BEER, TAP WATER 

Cancer-causing asbestos is much more widely distributed 
throughout the environment than previously suspected, 2 sci¬ 
entists in the Canadian Food and Drug Directorate, Ottawa, 
have discovered. "Twelve brands of Canadian beer, wine, 
sherry and port, six of American beer, six of European wine,- 
vermouth and sherry and two of South African sherry were 


examined and all were found to contain asbestos fibres,” re¬ 
ported H.M. Cunningham and R. Pontefract. And, they added, 
the fibres are so incredibly tiny (visible only through an elec¬ 
tron microscope) that "such material may find its way through 
filtering systems into city drinking water supplies, and this we 
have been able to confirm." 

Describing their study in the British journal Nature (July 
30, 1971), the pair noted that if anything, their figures are con¬ 
servative: "Many asbestos fibres were hidden in clumps of 
debris such as mineral matter in water and diatomaceous earth 
which is used as a filtering aid in beer. As a result, the number 
of fibres reported. . .must be considered a minimum estimate 
of those actually present." 

When they analyzed samples of tap water from 3 major 
Canadian cities — Ottawa, Montreal and Toronto — they found 
from 2.0 to 4.4 million asbestos fibres per liter, despite the fact 
that these cities have modern filtration systems. Where is the 
asbestos coming from? Major asbestos mines are located in 
Quebec, but atmospheric pollution from industry seems a more 
likely source: The scientists found high levels of asbestos fi¬ 
bres in melted snow in the Ottawa area. 

While orally ingested asbestos is believed to cause gastro¬ 
intestinal cancer, the pair stressed that more research is needed 
to determine "the extent to which the fibres penetrate the walls 
of the digestive tra'ct, the degree to which they may be trans¬ 
ported to other organs of the body and the biological effects 
of their residence in various tissues." 

ROUTINE ENEMAS POSE NEEDLESS RISK 

Enemas — used almost at the drop of a hat in many hos¬ 
pitals to clear the patient's bowels — can often do more harm 
than good. Writing in the New England Journal of Medicine 
(July 22, 1971), 3 doctors at the USAF Medical Center, 

Keesler Air Force Base, Miss., report that soap enemas, used 
routinely by many obstetric units, may bring on such adverse 
reactions as rectal gangrene and acute colitis (intestinal 
inflammation). 

As an example, they cited the case of a 23-year-old wo¬ 
man admitted to the delivery room in active labor. Her pre¬ 
natal course had been uncomplicated. Soon after a soapsuds 
enema was administered, the patient felt faint and doctors 
could find no discernible blood pressure or pulse. The heart¬ 
beat of the unborn child — present on admission — was absent. 
The woman was revived, labor continued, but the infant was 
delivered stillborn. The patient was left with such a severe case 
of colitis, it took 2'/s months for her bowel habits and stool 
content to return to normal. 

"On inquiring about the method used to prepare soap 
enemas in our delivery room," the trio wrote, "we were sur¬ 
prised to find that the standard preparation was one containing 
an unmeasured amount of concentrated soap solution. . .After 
watching the nurse mix a soap enema, we estimated that she 
used anywhere from 10 to 50 ml. of the concentrated soap. . . 
This seems excessive." 

"It seems likely that soap is a simple irritant and that the 
higher the concentration, the greater the inflammation of the 
colonic mucosa," they concluded. "Soap enemas may be haz¬ 
ardous and are of questionable value." 
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YOGA POSE CAN NUMB TOES 

Ever see a fellow chanting "Hare Krishna". . '.and walking 
with a limp? 

Ardent devotees of Yoga who practice the well-known 
kneeling pose (literally sitting oh the heels) too diligently can 
wind up with peroneal nerve injury, or the "Yoga foot drop" 
syndrome, according to a New York City physician. "Bizarre 
postures" can affect this leg nerve, which is very vulnerable to 
injury where it winds about the head of the fibula just below 
the knee, and impair ankle and toe movement, Dr. Joseph 
Chusid noted in the AMA Journal (August 9, 1971). 

He cited the case of a 22-year-old college student who 
complained of progressive difficulty in walking over a 5-month 
period. The student's lower extremities were so weak he could 
hardly walk or climb stairs.. Upon questioning, he told the 
doctor that he had been assuming the Yoga kneeling position 
for as long as 6 hours every day while "chanting for world 
peace." Persuaded by Dr. Chusid to discontinue the pose and 
take 100 milligrams of thiamin (vitamin Bi) twice daily, the 
patient improved rapidly and was walking normally again with¬ 
in 9 weeks. 

MOOD DRUG USERS REMINDED: 

PILLS CAN'T CURE PROBLEMS 

"People who push pills to boost corporate profits" are 
just as responsible for the nation's increasing drug abuse prob¬ 
lem as is the heroin pusher in the street. Sen. Thomas J. 
McIntyre (D—N.H.) charged on the Senate floor August 6. 
"Until recently,” he said, "I was under the impression that 
drug pushing is an illegal activity, punishable in every one of 
the 50 states.. .1 have discovered that the more sophisticated 
forms of drug pushing are not only legal but flourishing in this 
country." 

McIntyre was referring to the high-powered promotion 
of both over-the-counter and prescription drugs — either direct¬ 
ly to the consumer via TV and other media, or in the form of 
splashy ads in medical journals urging doctors to write out 
more prescriptions. Although the pharmaceutical firms claim 
their products will relieve the frustrations of all kinds of every¬ 
day problems — from "environmental depression" brought on 
by noise and foul air to the shock of losing a job to a compu¬ 
ter — the Senator noted that in many cases the drugs have 
nasty side effects, are "completely ineffective" and some 
"would help you no more than a sugar pill." 

"We cannot let the ordinary problems of life become an 
excuse for drug use," McIntyre cautioned. "We all grow older. 
All of us feel tired sometimes. Our forefathers did not need 
pills to face these facts. If the environment bothers us, we 
should clean it up, not take pills to forget it. In the current 
jargon, turning to pills is merely ’copping out.' " 

MAGNESIUM HAILED AS STAMINA BUILDER 

Sustained athletic performance and the ability to recover 
rapidly after strenuous effort are directly dependent upon the 
body's store of magnesium, 2 French physicians have conclud¬ 
ed. But training table meals are often deficient in this vital 
mineral, and as a result, athletes are unable to compete at their 
peak and are more prone to muscle and tendon injuries, Drs. 

B. Boursier and A. F. Creff told the recent first International 
Symposium on Magnesium Deficit in Human Pathology at 
Vittel, France. They blamed the situation in part on team 
dietitians who eliminate nuts, whole-wheat bread and other 
mineral-rich foods from the fare at many training camps. 

"Just prior to the Olympic year, we believe it is our duty to 


call the attention of all sports physicians to the importance of 
magnesium," the pair said. 

Athletes should get at least 8 milligrams of magnesium 
per kilogram of body weight each day, along with potassium 
and vitamin C, they noted. For subjects with an obvious defi¬ 
ciency, they recommend the intake should be stepped up to 
10 mg. per kg. Otherwise, they said, the individual may expe¬ 
rience physical and psychic weakness, anguish, anxiety, mus¬ 
cular tics and cramps, digestive disorders and spasmodic colitis. 

Examining 14 players on a football team whose standing 
had sagged badly, Drs. Boursier and Creff found that all but 5 
were magnesium-deficient. "We took these boys in hand," 
they reported, "improving their diet, supplying them with 
potassium every Sunday in the meal preceding the game, and 
adding 2 Gm. (2,000 milligrams) of vitamin C to the precom¬ 
petition diet. After 5 months of this treatment, the blood 
magnesium rates were on the increase." 

Can extra magnesium make the difference between vic : 
tory and defeat? Citing the case of a soccer player whose per¬ 
formance had fallen off, they noted that he was found to be 
lacking in the mineral. "We found that administration of 500 
mg. of magnesium daily for 10 days produced sufficient recu¬ 
peration to place him among the best players in the European 
Cup matches." 

ALARM SOUNDED ON ANTIDIABETIC DRUGS 

Drugs deemed safe after initial testing often prove useless 
and/or dangerous in the long run, if someone takes the trouble 
to check. Long-term testing has found that phenformin, a 
widely-used oral antidiabetic drug, not only is no more effec¬ 
tive than diet alone or diet with insulin in treating adult-onset 
diabetes, it has adverse effects which make it undesirable. 
Patients given the drug — sold under the trade name DBI by a 
subsidiary of Revlon, Inc. — showed a higher death rate from 
all causes than those on other therapies, according to a re¬ 
port last month in the AMA Journal (August 9, 1971). 

The University Group Diabetes Program (UGDP), con¬ 
ducting a comprehensive, 8-year investigation of oral antidia¬ 
betic drugs at 12 university clinics, considered its findings so 
alarming, it immediately suspended the use of DBI in the on¬ 
going study. Another such drug, tolbutamide, was similarly 
implicated last December. 

Most drugs never receive the kind of vigorous, long-term 
testing employed in the UGDP study. As Dr. E. L. Harris com¬ 
mented in the British Medical Journal (July 3, 1971), "Unfor¬ 
tunately, at present we do not have the facilities which allow 
adequate monitoring of the whole population or even selected 
groups to detect possible serious morbidity or mortality as a 
result of drug administration. . .there is still a gross under¬ 
reporting of adverse reactions." Writing prior to release of the 
UGDP data, he admitted that physicians were prescribing oral 
antidiabetic drugs in the dark: "No comment can be made re¬ 
garding possible long-term effects.. .because it is unlikely that 
such events would have been reported under the present sys¬ 
tem." In other words, the hazards of DBI might never have 
been discovered at all! 

Even more remarkably, many doctors confronted with 
the UGDP findings are continuing to prescribe DBI, which was 
sold to the tune of $20 million in the United States alone last 
year. Rather than concede they might be treating patients 
with a dangerous drug, they take issue with the test procedures. 
But while a special AMA Advisory Committee noted small 
errors in the study, "Nevertheless," it concluded, "the in¬ 
creased mortality (of patients taking DBI) is a matter of grave 
concern." 
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LAUNDRY AGENTS THREAT TO NEWBORN 

Still another benefit of civilization has been found to be 
injuring and sometimes killing newborn infants. This time it is 
the chemicals used to make clothing, diapers and bedding in 
some hospital nurseries clean and germ-free, the American 
Academy of Pediatrics warned last month in its Newsletter. 
Calling specific attention to two laundry agents associated with 
cases of infant poisoning in hospital nurseries — 3-4-4 trichloro- 
carbanilide (TCC) and sodium salt of pentachlorophenol (PCP) 
- the Academy also cautioned against newer laundry products, 
such as enzyme-detergent combinations and optical brighteners, 
because of the extreme vulnerability of newborns. 

"The biology of the premature and full-term neonate 
(newborn) demands that even the most innocent appearing 
substance in their environment be scrutinized for the possibil¬ 
ity of adverse effect," the Academy said. "Until data on toxr 
.icity are available for various substances which are proposed . . 
for introduction into the nursery, clinical judgment would dic¬ 
tate avoiding them." 

However, it is often the housekeeping department, not 
the cinical judgment of the pediatrician, that determines hos¬ 
pital laundry practice. According to the Academy: "Nursery 
physicians are frequently not appraised of the procedures used 
in laundering infants' clothing and bedding, and often they are 
not consulted before a change in the laundry procedure is 
implemented." 

In outlining the dangers of TCC, the Academy pointed 
to cases where newborn infants contracted methemoglobin¬ 
emia, a blood disease, after their diapers were rinsed with this 
antibacterial laundry agent. The ailment brings oxygen depri¬ 
vation and can lead to death or serious disturbance of vital 
functions. Aniline, which is among the poisons known to in¬ 
duce methemoglobinemia, has been shown to result from the 
breakdown of TCC during sterilization of infant diapers. It 
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can be absorbed through the infant's skin from diapers and 
other nursery clothing.. 

In the case of PCP, deaths and severe illness have been re¬ 
ported from one maternity hospital where this substance — 
present in the antimicrobial product used in the final rinse for 
diapers, infant undershirts and crib linens — was absorbed 
through the infants' skin, the Academy noted. 


ABUSES SHORTCHANGE MEDICAID PATIENTS 

Some low income patients treated under Medicaid may 
not be getting the best of care, but their doctors - striving 
more intensely to sweil their own incomes than to ensure their 
patients' health — aren't about to complain. According to a 
New York City Health Department survey announced August 
3, up to 10% of service to the poor under the city's Medicaid 
program is "unacceptable." Why? Dr. Lowell E. Beilin, the 
department's First Deputy Commissioner, traces the problem' 
to a 1969 cut in office visit fees — from $5 to a more reason¬ 
able $4. Many profit-conscious doctors refused to work for 
such low fees, and the program was "left increasingly with 
more and more practitioners less prudent in behavior." 

There's still money to be made in Medicaid, but only if 
the doctor is willing to rush patients through on an impersonal, 
assembly line basis. As a result, says Dr. Beilin, abuses such as 
unnecessary laboratory tests and operations, shoddy care and 
even fraudulent billing for services never provided are cropping 
up. 

For example, investigators found that an East Harlem 
medical office was routinely giving major medical exams (x- 
rays included) for seemingly minor complaints. And an audit 
disclosed that one doctor had billed for 3. separate antibiotic 
prescriptions 3 days running for the same patient. "No illness 
requires this kind of treatment," Dr. Beilin said.

In January 1963, approximately 100 Hubbard E-Meters, together!) 
a large quantity of various pieces of literature relating to the 
E-Meters were seized In possession of the Distribution Cente 
the Academy of Scientology, and the Hubbard Guidance Center, 
all located in Washington, 0. C. This seizure was made pursuaf^to-^^, 
an order of the U.S. District Court for the District of Co 1 
following the filing of a libel (complaint) by the U.S. Attorney ?a 
T he libel alleged that Che E-Meters were ‘'devices'* within the (naanlng-T?C 
of the Federal Food, Drug, and Cosmetic Act, and that they were mis¬ 
branded by false and misleading statements In their labeling (the 
literature) that they were affective in treating most of the diseases 
to which mankind Is heir. The libel also charged that the devices 
were misbranded in that their labeling did not bear adequate direc¬ 
tions for use for treating those conditions. 

The case was tried before a jury In April 1967. In a general verdict 
the jury found the devices to be misbranded but without specifying 
whether the finding was on the first or the second or both of the 
Government's charges. The devices were condemned by the Court. 

The claimants appealed on the basis of alleged violations of the 
vFIrstiond Fourth;Amendments by the Government. 

^TIw^tl^silt-CbuTft ruled that all the requirements Imposed by the 
JFourtHv.A^»en«ftaentl had been compiled with by the Government. The 
' Court’found*that’a Libel of Information particularly describing the 
Items to be seized and giving a reasonably particular account of 
the respects In which they were thought to contravene the Federal 
Food, Drug, and Cosmetic Act, had been filed by the United States 
Attorney, that the libel was subject to scrutiny by a United States 
District Judge, and that It was only after his review and by Court 
order that the warrant Issued. The Court found that the contention 
that the seizure was carried out In an unreasonable manner was with¬ 
out merit. 
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Jn.reverstogV^the Circui t Court said It did not find Insufficient 
-collatentl- : eyi identic to support a verdict, nor did It find that all 
Titerat'tira'* submit ted to the jury as “false labeling'' was religious 
doctrine. Rather, the Court said. It found that some of that lit¬ 
erature was at least prtma facie religious doctrine, and that the 
jury, as It was Instructed by the trial Judge (who had not winnowed 
out the religious material and had not Instructed the jury that It 
could not find such material to be false labeling) might have found 
against the c-Meters by finding false statements in “labeling" which 
was at the same time religious doctrine. The Appellate Court said 
that whera a jury's general verdict ma£ have rested upon grounds 
Improper for First Amendment reasons, “a reviewing Court will not 
pause to speculate whether the jury's verdict was actually reached 
on other, and permissible, grounds The Court said that since the 
basts of Its reversal was that the case was Improperly framed^rajh 
than that the Scientologists’ devices and literature were ab 
protected, or that the evidence was Insufficient, It would 
that a new trial would be In order. 

The retrial of this case was held June 7‘I ,< V?7I. before the 
Gerhard A. Gesell, l/.S. District Judge for the District of 


On July 30, 1971, Judge Gesell filed his Opinion In which he ^Found^s 
the seized articles misbranded as charged and ordered them cpndwnnod^^^^P' 
as prpyed for In the Government's libel. It Is expected 
Judge will file his Order sometime this month. 


We are attaching hereto for your information a copy of the Libel of 
Information which was filed In this case on January 3, 19&3, a copy 
of the Opinion decided July 16, 15^3, In the iJ.S. Court of Claims 
in the matter of ’The Founding Church of Scientology v. the United 
States, the Tax caso we discussed, and a copy of Judge Gesell's 
Opinion of July 30, 1371.

The case was appealed by the Scientolo¬ 
gists on the ground that the seizure was Illegal under the First 
and Fourth .Amendments to the Constitution. They claimed that the 
seizure action was an Illegal "raid" on a church and that because 
It is a religion, Scientology and Its devices arc Immune from the 
provisions of the Federal Food, Drug, and Cosmetic Act. The U.S. 

Circuit Court of Appeals ruled that there had been no violation of 
the Fourth Amendment, but It remanded the case for retrial because 
the Scientologists had made a "prime facie" case that they are a 
rellglon.and that the Government had not framed the case properly. 

The' case was;Te t Hied In June 1971. On July 30, 1971. Judge Gerhard 
A^CeJel;!- found that the literature made false and misleading 
scfentlfl c .an’dmed I cal claims for the E-Meters and that the E-Meters 
did not-bear adequate directions for use. He referred to Mr. t.. Ron 
Hubbard's activities 3S quackery and to the scientific claims for 
Scientology as a fraud. Although he condemned the E-Meters, he did 
rule that Scientology Is a religion, and he did order that the 
devices fee returned to the claimants under certain rigid conditions 
that would preclude the Scientologists from making medical and 
scientific claims In the future. Wc have not yet received Judge Cesell’s 
final Order Implementing Ills Opinion.

JAMES M. CARTER, Circuit Judge: 

This appeal involves an alleged deprivation of rights protected 
by the United States Constitution and the Civil Rights Act of 19G4 
(42 U.S.C.§§ 1981,19S3). 

Appellant is a California non-profit corporation, organized for 
the ostensible purpose of disseminating religious doctrine as “Sci¬ 
entology." 1 The “Hubbard E-meter" is an instrument that is 
allegedly essential to the practice of Scientology. The E-incter is 
manufactured in the United Kingdom and is, in fact, a simple skin 
galvanometer that crudely measures changes in electrical resist¬ 
ance in the human body. The Food and Drug Administration re¬ 
fused to allow the importation of E-meters because they were 
deemed to be “devices” (21 U.S.C. § 321(h)) that appeared to he 
“misbranded" in tiiat they did not bear adequate instructions for

use (21 U.S.C. § 352(f)(1)). The refusal was based, inter alia, on 
a successful condemnation action against certain E-meters in the 
District Court for the District of Columbia [ 'United States v. An 
Article of Device . . . E-meter (D.C. Civ.No. DC1-19G3 (1967))]. 
The E-mctcrs here in question were seized and detained by Post 
Office and Customs officials on the ground that they were in viola¬ 
tion of the Federal Food, Drug, and Cosmetic Act. 

After the instruments were seized, appellant received a hearing 
before the Food and Drug Administration in Los Angeles on Aug¬ 
ust 6, 19GS. The hearing examiner concluded that the B'-meters did 
not bear adequate instructions for use and, therefore, that they 
could not be imported into this country. Upon considering the rec¬ 
ord of the hearing and other available information, the Food and 
Drug Administration concluded that the E-mctcr devices appeared 
to be misbranded within the meaning of 21 U.S.C. § 352(f)(1), as 
alleged in the notice of seizures and made the determination of 
misbranding. 

Appellant then filed this suit: (a) to enjoin the F.D.A. from 
refusing admission of the E-mcters into the United States; (b) 
to enjoin the F.D.A. from compelling the return of the devices 
to their country of origin; and (c) fur $20,000,00 in damages to 
persons in the class affected. The district court granted the Gov¬ 
ernment’s motion for summary judgment. Thereafter, appellant 
filed a motion for relief from judgment on the basis that, in the 
interim, the D.C. District Court’s earlier condemnation of certain 
E-meters had been reversed by the D.C. Circuit Court of Appeals 
in Founding Church of Scientology v. United States (D.C.Cir.) 
409 F.2d, 1146, cert, denied 306 U.S. 963 (1969). The motion was 
denied. We affirm. 


Discussion 

The Government may refuse admission to any “device” offered 
for importation if it appears to be “misbranded” [21 U.S.C. § 
381(a)]. The term “device” is defined as “instruments, apparatus, 
and contrivances . . . intended (1) for use in the diagnosis, cure, 
mitigation, treatment, or prevention of disease in man .... [21 
U.S.C. § 321(h)].” A device is considered to be “misbranded” 
if, inter alia, its labeling docs not bear adequate directions for use 
[21 U.S.C. § 352(f)],

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1. Issues of Fact 

Appellant contends that the district court: erred in granting sum¬ 
mary judgment because there were material issues of fact remain¬ 
ing. Appellant ui-ges that these issues of fact were: (a) whether 
the 10-meter was used in the religious practices of Scientology; and 
(b) whether t-hc E-meters were misbranded? ■ 

The issue of the E-meters’ alleged religious use is irrelevant here. 
The district court held that the exercise of religious freedom does 
not include the freedom to violate the Federal Food, Drug, and 
Cosmetic Act. Wo agree. 

The “misbranding” issue can be most accurately described as a 
question of scope of judicial review. The district court held that 
the E-meter was a “device” within § 321(h) because it is intended 
for use in the diagnosis, euro, mitigation, treatment, or prevention 
of disease in man. 2 All “devices” arc subject to the Act's branding 
requirements £21 U.S.C. § 352], 

§ 3Sl(a) requires only that the device appear to he misbranded, 
and vests such determinations in the discretion of the Secretary of 
Health, Education, and Welfare The Secretary’s determination of 
misbranding is not subject to judicial alteration unless it was arbi¬ 
trary and capricious. Sugannan v. Forhragd (9 Cir. 1968) 405 
F .2d 1189. 

First, there were no allegations in the complaint that the Secre¬ 
tary’s determination of misbranding was arbitrary or capricious. 
The real issue tendered by the complaint was an asserted violation 
of civil rights, to-wit religious freedom. 

Second, the district court found the action was not arbitrary or 
capricious. In determining that the E-meters appeared to be mis¬ 
branded, the Secretary could consider: (a) appellant’s literature 
that contains diagnostic and therapeutic claims for the E-meter; 
(b) appellant’s admission that the devices are ineffective for any 
medical therapeutic purpose; (c) the absence of instructions for 
use on the labeling of the devices; and (d) tire prior adjudication 
by the D.C. District Court that the E-meters were in fact mis¬ 
branded devices. In view of this evidence, the district court con-

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eluded that appellant had failed to establish any arbitrary or ca¬ 
pricious action by the Secretary. We agree. 

Appellant argues that Sugarman’s limitation on judicial review 
is inapplicable here because the Secretary has ignored the Congres¬ 
sional mandate to exempt from the Act’s branding requirements 
aiiy device as to which labeling would not be necessary for the pro¬ 
tection of the public health £21 U.S.C. § 352(f)]. Appellant con¬ 
tends that E-meters arc non-injurious and, therefore, should have 
been cxe.nipled. We think that the Hubbard E-meter is akin to tho 
device in issue in Drown v. United States (9 Cir. 1952) 19S F.2d 
998. In Drown, this court- held: 

“While tho instruments may be harmless in themselves, their 
danger lies in the possibility that ‘ignorant and gullible per¬ 
sons arc likely to rely upon them instead of seeking profes¬ 
sional advice for conditions they are represented relieve or 
prevent’ [19.8 F.2d at 1006].’’ 

In this sense, appellant’s E-meters cannot be considered harmless 
and, therefore, the Act’s branding provisions arc applicable. See 
oho United States v. Ellis Research Labs. (7 Cir. 10G2) 300 F.2d

2. First Amendment Violations 

Appellant contends that, in making the determination of “mis¬ 
branding,” the court must have considered and evaluated Scien¬ 
tology’s religious literature in violation of its First Amendment 
rights. The district court found that the appellant had conceded 
that the E-meter devices were ineffective for any medical or thera¬ 
peutic purposes. Appellant asserts that the devices are used solely 
as a confessional aid in Scientology, and that the detention of the 
devices by the Government unlawfully interferes with appellant’s 
religious freedom. 

In Founding Church, supra, the D.C. Circuit held that the court 
could not constitutionally evaluate the truth or falsity of the medi¬ 
cal claims made in Scientology’s “religious” literature, citing 
United States u. Ballard (1944) 322 U.S. 78. The statute in issue 
there was 21 U.S.C. § 334(a), which provides that a device is mis¬ 
branded if its “labeling” bears false or misleading claims. Tho 
court reversed the decree of condemnation on. the ground that 
“some of that literature was at least prim a facie religious doctrine, 
and that the jury, as it was instructed, could have found against 


O 
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the E-mctcr by finding false statements in ‘labeling’ which was at 
the same time religious doctrine.” 409 I' 1 .2d at 11G4. The court 
specifically reserved, however, the issue of whether “a drug or 
device used in a religion is subject to condemnation os ‘mis¬ 
branded’ if its labeling is found to lack . . , adequate directions lor 
use [21 U.S.C. § 352(f)].” 409 F.2d at 11G2. 

In determining the E-meter’s intended use, the court could val¬ 
idly consider the appellant’s publications that discuss the device’s 
applications. Nature Food Centres, Inc. v. United States (1 Cir. 
1963) 310 F.2d 67; United States v. Article of Drug . . . Capsules 
(3 Cir. 1966) 302 F.2d 923; Albert}) Food Prod’s v. United States 
(9 Cir. 1952) 194 F.2d 463. Unlike the “mislabeling” section in¬ 
volved in Founding Church, the court here could determine the 
E-meter’s intended use without evaluating the truth or falsity of 
any related "religious” claims. To the contrary, appellant’s claims 
in its literature regarding the applications of the device in the 
practice of religion were presumed to be true for the purpose of 
determining its intended use. We find no infringement of First 
Amendment rights. 

3. Potpourri 

Appellant contends that the district court misapplied the doc¬ 
trine of res judicata by allegedly relying completely on the district 
court result in Founding Church. Appellant is mistaken. The dis¬ 
trict court’s opinion does not contain any mention of the doctrine 
of res judicata. The court only referred to the district court deci¬ 
sion in Founding Church as a fact, among others, that the Govern¬ 
ment could have reasonably relied upon in deciding to refuse ad¬ 
mission to the E-meters pursuant to 21 U.S.C. § 381(a). During 
the pendency of the appeal in the District of Columbia, such reli¬ 
ance would seem to be quite proper. The subsequent reversal by 
the D.C. Circuit does not require reversal here, because the doctrine 
of res judicata was never applied. 

Finally, appellant asserts that the E-meters are not misbranded 
because they bear disclamatory labels, to-wit: “Not intended or 
effective for the diagnosis, treatment, or prevention of any disease.” 
Such labels, however, were found to appear on less than half of the 
devices seized. Furthermore, labels of disclaimer are not controll¬ 
ing, but are to be considered together with any extrinsic evidence 
of the device’s intended use (e.g. publications, advertisements, etc.)

The appellants argued that the E-Meter and its 
;Vi?labeling write excused from complying with the Federal Food, Drug 
■•^■'^a^-'Coii^tlc.'Act because the Founding Church of Scientology snd its 
members are a religious organisation. On February 5, 1969, the 
Court of Appeals ruled that since the Government had not refuted 
this argument a finding of false labeling could not be based on 
"doctrinal religious literature." At the same time the Court 
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declared that even if Scientology was a religion it would not 
rule that all of its literature was religious doctrine, or that 
public health laws have no application to the activities of a 
religion. A new trial was subsequently ordered and is now in its 
preliminary stages. 

The Food and Drug Administration believes that use of the E-Motor 
in the practice called "Auditing" in Scientology is detrimental to 
public health because the device is not capable of diagnosing 
correctly or treating effectively either physical or mental ill¬ 
ness.

Several injunction suits have been started by the Scientology^ 
organization to stop the Food and Drug Administration from pre¬ 
venting importation of the E-Meter devices which are made 
England. In one of these cases the U. S. Court of Appeals 
9th Circuit has ruled that "the Government toay refuse admission'.' „ 
any 'device' offered for importation if it appears to be 
branded' ... The device is considered to be 'misbranded' if 
labeling does not bear adequate directions for use." The Court 
found "no infringement" of the freedom of religion under the 
Constitution.
